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Tax on Mortgages. 


The bill which is now pending before 
our Legislature, imposing a tax on mort- 


gages, meets with a great deal of opposi-| 


tion, which is natural. That the mort- 
gagee should pay a tax for this investment 
in some way is a principal of equality, and 
the imposition of it is only assessing him 
for an equal share of the state expenses. 
But there are two weighty reasons why a 
direct tax should not be made upon the 
mortgage deed. The first assumes that the 
property is already taxed for its full value, 
The assessor does not recognize but one 
ownership and that the person or persons 
who hold the deed of the property. He 
assesses it pro rata with the property that 
is clear of all encumbrance. To equalize 
this, both parties, the bolder of the deed 
and the holder of the mortgage, should be 
recognized and each pay a proportionate 
part of the whole tax on the property. 
This would be just and neither party have 
cause to complain. But when a direct tax 
is made upon the mortgage deed, there has 
been a double assessment made upon the 
property and the esiate is wronged by the 
act of the assessor. But the most serious 
objection will come afterwards. It is 
already proven, that the poor man who has 
his encumbrance hanging over him, must 
pay the taxes for both assessments. The 
mortgagee will refuse to grant the loan 
unless it is written inthe instrument, that 
he shall be protected from al! taxation. 
We have had an experience of this kind in 
former years and it is no speculation to de- 
clare that the system will work to the 
oppression of the debtor. There is no 
more investment in the property en- 
cumbered, than in the estate clear of all 
debis. The a deed for 
what he has paid, but an equity, which 
is all he really owns, but is assessed for the 
entire worth of the property and pays tax 
for the same just as if it was free from 
encumbrance. Now if four-fifths of its 
value is given to A, for money loaned to 
pay the consideration in his deed, and this 
is taxed to no matter whom, for the owner 
must certainly pay it, he is unequally 
assessed for the expenses of the state. We 
hope that the unreasonable bill, which if 
passed would seriously effect so many poor 
people, who hold an equity ip alittle home» 
will receive but few supporters in our 
Legislature.— Whitman Times.

The Ideal Farmer's Fowl. 


One of the first essentials with a man 
who desires to go into business is a clear 
idea of what he wishes to do, and, second, 
a knowledge of what he is going to do it 
with. When I made up my mind to supply 
a certain class of trade in the city of 
Syracuse with the best and freshest eggs 
possible, and really fine broilers, I had 
kept Leghorns, Brahmas and Dominiques. 
At the time I was breeding Barred Plym- 
outh Rocks. None of them quite met 
my requirements. The Leghorns were not 
heavy enough when dressed. The Brahmas 
and Plymouth Rocks did not lay eggs 
enough, and all had dark pin feathers, 
which any one who has tried to sell to the 
fancy-dressed fowl trade knows is a serious 
objection. They do not look very bad 
when the fowl is first dressed, but the 
coloring matter from the feather gradually 
spreads out between the two layers of the 
skin, leaving a great unsightly black and 
blue spot. 

To meet the demands of those who are 
willing to pay a little above the market 
quotations 
poultry, a full, plump body, well developed 
breast, strong legs, nicely rounded back, 
bright yellow skin, legs and beak, no cuts, 
tears or bruises, and a fresh, bright appear- 
apce are required. Ten years ago I pro- 
cured a stock of White Plymouth Rocks 
and a stock of the White Wyandottes. 
After giving both breeds a fair and 
impartial trial I chose the White Plym- 
outh Rock, because of their better size and 
earlier maturity, and after giving them a 
thorough trial I have vo reason to regret 
my choice. 

There is a good demand for the higher 
scoring chicks for breeding and exhibition, 
while the next grade meets demand made 
by farmers and market poulterers who 
wish to improve their common stock. The 
culls are carefully fatted and sold dressed 
to private customers, They now 
more true to form and feather than their 
barred brethren. They also lay more eggs 
and if properly fed and housed, lay a great 
proportion of their eggs in winter, when 
eggs command the best price. They are 
good feeders, very fond of “green stuff” 
and will forage energetically if given range. 
When fed for fattening they lay on flesh 
rapidly. The hens weigh about 3 ponnds, 
the cocks about 9 1-2 pounds, Cockerels 
can be made to weigh 6 1-2 to7 pounds, at

Next will be the establishment of the 
severa] grades and it will therefore be some 
few days Vefore the Institute will be settled 
down to work. 

The Institute will have six grades, al- 
though for the present term it has been 
found necessary to establish a seventh 
grade which corresponds to the B grammar 
of the public schools. This however will 
be discontinued after the present term. 

The school hours will be from 8 A. M., to 
lp.™M., with a recess at 10.30 of twenty 
minutes, followed by a ten minute rest for 
the pupils. 

At the northerly end of the building at the 
right of the entrance is a small well 
lighted room which will be used as a library, 
and at the opposite end of the building is 
a similar room which will be the principal's 
office. This room is connected with all of 
the rooms in the building by means of 
speaking tubes and electric bells. 

The upper corridor, which is now quite 
dark, will be lighted by means of win- 
dows which will be put in. 

Each of the class rooms is provided with 
the Chandler adjustable chairs and desks, 
which is a great improvement over those 
now in use in the other school buildings of 
the city, as both the chair and desk can be 
raised or lowered at will. 

In the basement quite an important 
change has been made by partitioning off a 
good sized room at the end asa cloak room. 

On two sides of this room there have 
been built a number of lockers each of 
which will be used by four pupils there 
being enough to supply 116. Each of 
these lockers is supplied with four keys 
which will be held by the occupants. 

There is also in this room a sink or spout 
for umbrellas, so that in rainy weather 
they are placed in this receptacle and the 
water is carried off. 

This room is not complete as yet but will 
probably be in readiness for the opening 
Tuesday. 

All of the rooms in the building are 
pleasantly situated and well lighted by 
large windows which have slat curtains; 
the building is wired for electric lights. 

Miss Small, the principal, has surrounded 
herself with an efficient corps of teachers, 
the names of whom have already been pub- 
lished, und they are nearly all now in town 
ready to begin work.

Blue Hill Predictions, 


Observer Clayton at the Blue Hill obser- 
vatory made the following predictions 
Friday for the ensuing week:

AN ANALYsIS of the annual appro- 
priation order now before the City Council 
and a comparison with the recommenda- 
tions in the Mayor's budget will be of inter- 
est. The amount appropriated for current 
expenses in the order of 1893 was $188,- 
298.52 and certain income, while the amount 
this year is $198,341.50 without any in- 
come, The estimates of Mayor Hodges 
and the School Committee for 1894 amount- 
ing to $196,671.50. Mayor Hodges wanted 
$4,131.98 more for the departments than 
Mayor Fairbanks had in 1893, and the 
School Committee will be satisfied with an 
increase of $4,241.00 over 1893. The 
Finance Committee have given the School 
Committee exactly what they asked for, 
and have made a few changes which ap- 
parently increase the total for the Mayor's 
departments by $1,670.00. The changes

It will be seen that the committee make 
three slight reductions and three larger in- 
creases, Cuompared with 1893 there are 
five increases and one remains the same. 
The order of 1893, however, included in- 
come with several appropriations, while 
this year no income is to be added. The 
income from garbage last year was $335.75, 
making the appropriation really $1,135.75. 
So with the special police, the receipts were 
$466.67 making the appropriation $1966.67. 

The receipts added to the appropriations 
in 1893 amounoted to $8,624.27. This 
amount will be considered as an income 
this year and will reduce the apparent in- 
crease of $10,042.92 for current city ex- 
penses to less than $2,000. 


Auditor Hall called the attention of the 
City Council Monday evening to the status 
of the tax collector of the city, and desired 
instructions as to whom he should pay the 
salary since Feb. 1, 1894. 

A quotation from the public statutes 
in LepGER showed that a tax list may be 
transferred to the succeeding tax collector, 
but it did not say ‘‘shall,’’ and therefore 
Mr. Bryant N. Adams must complete the 
collection unless action is taken under 
Section 3 of Chapter 12 which provides: 

“Tax collectors shall, unless removed 
from office as hereinafter provided, or un- 
less his tax list has been transferred to his 
successor as provided by law, complete the 
collection of taxes committed to him, 
although his term of office expires before 
such completion.” 

If Mr. Adams is to continue will he 
receive further compensation or has he 
already been paid in full for collecting the 
taxesof the past years? Section 83 pro- 
vides that ‘* Collectors shall be paid such 
compensation for their services as their 
cities or towns shall determine. The city 
ordinance concerning salaries provides that 
“The compensation to be paid the several 
officers mentioned in this section for each 
municipal year shall be fixed at the annual 
rates herein set forth, and shall be payable 
in equal monthly installments, from the 
appropriation made for the payment of the 
salaries of city officers, to wit.” The tax 
collector appears in the list for $600 and 
five per cent. on all single poll taxes col- 
lected before the first day of January. 

From the above it would seem that there 
was no doubt as to Mr. Brasee being en- 
titled to salary since Feb. 1. Whether Mr. 
Adams shall also receive salary is another 
question, but as Mr. Brasee is now re- 
ceiving salary for doing nothing why 
should he not collect the balances? ‘There 
is another good reason for the transfer: 
Mr. Adams is this year the priucipal 
assessor, and his board is permitted to 
abate certain uncollected taxes. Both 
gentlemen would probably be surprised at 
this turn of affairs, An unexpected relief 
to one and an unexpected duty for the 
other, but then Mr. Brasee would be re- 
lieved or reappointed on Feb, 1, 1895, 
whereas otherwise he might be five years 
in collecting the tax of 1894, and collector 
for that year only.

MILTON. 


Among the wills allowed at Dedham, on 
Wednesday, was that of Mrs. Mary 
Hemmenway, late of Milton and Boston, 
the well known patron of numerous educa- 
tional and charitable institutions. Her 
son,Augustus Hememnway of Canton. and 
Reginald Gray and Charles J. Morrill, both 
of Boston, executors and trustees of the 
will, gave bonds of $1,000,000 each. 

Since the publishing of the errors in 
plans of Quincy High school building, the 
attention of East Milton citizens has been 
drawn to the fact that no provision has 
been made for fire escapes on the new East 
school. The building which is of the pack- 
ing box style of architecture, has one stair- 
way in the center of the building, and if a 
fire should originate under the stairway 
the escape of pupils on both floors would be 
difficult, as those on lowest floor would be 
obliged to go out the windows, and those 
on second floor by iron stairways outside 
the building, which it is presumed may be 
the plan of architect for fire escapes from 
2d floor, This must always be a dangerous 
mode for children, 
¢ It has been suggested by some that if 
the chimney could be moved into rear of 
building it might be utilized. A stairway 
could be built in it and children go in six 
abreast. The architect must have con- 
sidered the taste for the beautiful at a low 
ebb when he constructed the plans, as the 
walls are perfectly square except the en- 
trance which looks like the end of a small 
house which had been struck by a batter- 
ing ram. The roof is a cross between the 
Swiss cottage and Chinese temple. 

The report that John Graham bas been 
appointed janitor of the building is not 
relished by the majority of those who do 
not sit in the political gates of Milton. 
There are many deserving citizens to 
whom the work would constitute a 
living, and we fail to see why they should 
not have been appointed instead of an 
able bodied stonecutter who will probably 
cut stone and serve as janitor as well. 

Mr. Charles Mitchell of Randolph ave- 
nue has been appointed superintendent of 
highways for the eusuing year by the board 
of selectmen. Mr. Mitchell is highly re- 
spected and an intelligent and progressive 
gentleman, and the general impression 
seems to be that the town will get a fair 
day's work for a fair day's pay.

Disastrous Fire. 


Quincy experienced Saturday its most 
serious fire, when loss of life is considered, 
the bodies of three men being taken 
from the ruins. 

It was the summer house of Mr. Charles 
M. Driver at Squantum, occupied most of 
the year by that gentleman, although his 
family live in Boston, where he was a large 
property owner. He had retired from 
business and his wealth was estimated at 
$100,000. 

The house was occupied by Mr. Driver 
and two plumbers, who have been engaged 
on some repairs. 

It was about 1.05 when Mrs. Pike, wife 
of the foreman who has charge of property 
of Mrs. Titus, was awakened by a discharge 
of guns and discovered that the house of 
Mr. Driver was in flames. She and 
others of the family went tothe fire and 
were watching it burn when someone sug- 
gested the ringing in of an alarm and Mrs. 
Pike pulled in box 68. She was unfamiliar 
with the manner of givingan alarm and 
upon opening the box, instead of pulling 
down the hook, she moved it back and 
forth sidewise. 

Some moments later a telephone message 
was sent from Gurney’s store to the cen- 
tral fire station where three blows were 
rung in which called the chief who upon 
learning the cause ordered the apparatus to 
the fire. 

The chief then rang in Box 68 from his 
own house, and this was the alarm heard 
on the Quiucy bells at 2.05. 

When the department arrived, the build- 
ing had been consumed, It was a five 
mile run for the steamer, and the nearest 
piece of apparatus was nearly two miles. 

The stable on the estate was saved and 
no other buildings were in danger. 

The doomed house was well built and 
was valued at $1,800. 

The bodies of three men were taken 
from the ruins, and presented a horrible 
appearance, there being practically nothing 
but the charred truaks remaining, as the 
heads and parts of the legs and arms were 
burned off. 

These two plumbers worked for John 
Killion of Roxbury, who also visited the 
undertakers Saturday and identified the 
two men by particles of clothing. 

One of the men was Cornelius Murphy, 
aged 46 years. He was married and lived 
at 3 Dighton street, Boston. The other 
was Timothy O'Mara, aged 22 years and 
unmarried. He lived on Northampton 
street, Boston. 

Mr. Driver was about 63 years of age and 
leaves a widow and one son who reside in 
Roxbury. 

In addition to the three unfortunate 
men who were burned there were two dogs 
that lost their lives. 

Many people visited the smouldering 
ruins Sunday and an officer was kept on 
duty all day to guard them from relic 
seekers. Monday many more people visited 
the spot and there was a continuous string 
of carriages going and coming all day. 

The one topic of those who visited mel 
place is, how didthe fire originate. The| 4 
general opinion among many has been 
that the fire originated from accidental 
causes and this has been generally accepted 
as being the correct solution by people in 
other parts of the city. 

It is said that the unfortunate men had 
been drinking during the day, and it is 
supposed they were unconscious at the 
time the fire started.

Ex-Postmaster Warren W. Adams took 
an affectionate leave Monday evening of 
the employes of the post office which have 
served him so faithfully during his term of 
office, at his residence on Greenleaf street, 
The evening was passed in an agrecable 
manner, a spread of course being on the 
programme.

Adams with an elegant easy chair in which 
he can rest his weary limbs and loose him- 
self in the thoughts of the many happy 
hours he passed in the office of the Adams 
building while a servant for Uncle Sam. 


Mr. Adams responded thanking all for 
the gift and reviewing the service for the 


past four years.

The house gave all Thursday afvernoon 
to the debate on the woman suffrage bill, 
and finally passed it to be engrossed by a 
vote of 90 to 79, but it was in very queer 
shape. Added tu the bill was an amend- 


ment which bad been adopted by a vote of | 


109 to 93, which referred the bill to the 
people at the next state election for their 
verdict, but did not make the validity of 
the act at all conditional upon that popular 
vote. It was a very bungling piece of 
work, due to the great confusion of the 
bar, which it would take too much time to 


explain beyond the fact that Mr. Irwin of } 


Northampton, who drew the amendment 
in its original form, made it refer the 
whole matter to the next legislature and 
meanwhile referred the issue to the people 
at the polls for their decision. The speak- 
ing on the bill was some of the best which 
has been seen in the house in late years, 
and if the matter had not been thrashed 
over sO many times in recent years, they 
would bave been worth more elaborate 
reporting. Messrs. Roe of Worcester, 
Bates of Boston, Wellman of Malden, 
Malone of Greenfield, Dowd of Brockton 
and Tolman of Pittsfield all did well. The 
galleries were crowded with women and so 
were the passageways and the floor. 

An effort was made in the house Friday 
afternoon to reconsider the vote of Thurs- 
day in favor of the woman suffrage bill in 
order to correct the illogical amendment 
for a submission to the people after the bill 
has gone into effect. But it failed by 89 to 
95 and the bill was carried into the senate 
soas to appear in Monday's calendar. 

One act by the house Friday afternoon 
was by an almost unanimous vote and it 
was to show how. ihe members resented 
the attempted dictation by Morrison I. 
Swift and his rabble of unemployed. 
Swift wanted five members of the com- 
mission, instead of three, to investigate the 
problem of the unemployed, and had 
advised his followers to be on hand at the 
state house and ‘‘spot’’ those who opposed 
them. The committee which had been 
inquiring into the matter bad decided that 
three fora commission would be enough 
and they held the house with them against 
an amendment moved by Mr. Mellen of 
Worcester, inspired by Swift, to make the 
number five, 

By a ruling of President Butler, the bill 
for the reconstruction of the state house, 
requiring the expenditure of money, is a 
“money bill’? and must be sent back to 
the committee to be reported in the house, 
rather than in the senate. 

It will be a satisfaction to the public to 
koow that the law to regulate the lobby is 
as well as could be expected and that it has 
undoubtedly reduced the number of lobby- 
ists and materially shortened the business 
of those who are still nominally in the 
lists. The air of the state house is purer 
at this time than it has been for years. 
Last year there were no rumors of corrup- 
tion to speak of and the situation was de- 
cidedly better than wascustomary. But 
then Horace K. Osborn and his partner, 
Edward B. Callender were often at the 
state house and as long as they were so 
ubiquitous, it looked as if the law was not 
properly enforced. But this year they are 
pot here. It is not by Osborn’s preference 
that he stays away, except that he pre- 
fers that cuurse te risking the consequences 
of coming around as he did last year with 
the penalty of disbarment for three years 
still hanging over his head. Other lobhy- 
ists are often about the state house who 
have not registered and who are not sup- 
posed to be making any money. Perhaps 
they may surreptitiously pick upa little, 
but the lobby does not thrive this year. It 
is not the rank and overgrown fungus on 
the legislature which it was in 1890 when 
the West End investigation was held which 
lead to the enactment of the law. 

It is true that there are weak spots in the 
law and that in certain respects it ought to 
be improved. But the publicity which is 
given by the recording of names on the 
docket of the sergeant-at-arms, prevents 
the employment of lobbyist by men and 
corporations which could otherwise be free 
to hire them. The recent rules about the 
frequenting of the house reading-room has 
made a marked change there. It was the 
common practice for the third house men 
to go into the reading-room and labor with 
the members, and half a dozen lobbyists at 
once engaged in that business was not an 
unusual sight. But the rule is strictly 
observed which excludes these men for 
thirty minutes before the meeting of the 
house and during its session, and itis a 
material check upon their operations. 

Thus far the moral character of the 
senate and house has been up to the ex- 
ceptionally good standard of last year and 
far above the low level of 1892. How long 
this will continue it would be unsafe to 
predict, for there is ample opportunity yet 
for a few unworthy men to bring taint up- 
on the entire legislature. But the good 
record thus far is guarantee in part that it 
will be continued. 

There is such a thing as being too 
anxious to keep the rules. For instance, 
the committee.on cities cleared its docket 
Wednesday, which was within the limit, 
after the time had been extended two or 
three times, and there was somehow con- 
veyed to the newspapers a flattering para- 
graph in relation to the committee's dili- 
gence and promptness in clearing its docket. 
But in order to do so, the committee re- 
fused to give a hearing on the important 
bill of Mr. Irwin of Northampton for a 
referendum vote in cities on local matters. 
The committee kept the rules, but neglected

matter for censure and not for praise. 


public sentiwent to prevent members from 
charging the state for cigars when they are 
away travelling. The bill for cigars for 
travelling committees in March was $132.50. 
Now the state should no more be compelled 
to pay for cigars for members when away 
than when they are at the state house, and 
no one pretends that cigars smoked in 
the state house should be at state ex- 
pense. A back-fire of local opinion would 
have a bracing moral effect on Beacon

tion made in the prices of certain grades 
of rubber shoes.

in any other city or town of its size in the 
state. The trade is such that the common 
mode of treatment for other crimes is not 
applicable to this business. Hard work is 
necessary, and the suppression of the liquor 
traffic requires the ever watchful eye to 
keep it in subjection, As [remarked in 
my last report, I believe that a liberal ex- 
penditure of money in the future, to con- 
tinue the fight, is better than allowing the 
traffic to branch out, when the expense 
will be four fold to again conquer it.” 

A report in detail of the liquor officer 
then follows. 

Fire Departmeut. 

The report of Chief Engineer Ripley is 
prolific in recommendations. Aside from 
repairs he advocates a new hose wagun to 
replace the one at Quincy Point, which he 
would remove to the central station; a 
chemical engine to be located in the vicinity 
of City Hall, with permanent horses and 
men; two new steamers, one at West 
Quincy and one at Norfolk Downs, with a 
ladder truck at the latter place; permanent 
horses and men generally; 1,000 feet of 
new hose; extension of water supply to 
Houghs Neck; new fire alarm boxes, and 
the dividing of number three circuit into 
two circuits; and a reduction of the 
number of engineers to three. 

The fire loss of 1893 was $34,287.50, on 
which the insurance companies paid $21,- 
412.50. In five years the loss has been 
$134,657.50, and the insurance paid, $61,- 
883.00. There were in all 64 alarms, 
Thursday being the unlucky day with 17, 
against 9 alarms for any other day, the most 
were between 3and6p.M. The date of 
appointment, resignation, or discharge of 
the permanent force follows, also a list of 
fires, anda sketch of the Fireman’s Re- 
lief Association. 


The Water Department. 


The Water Commissioners say: 

“ The rapid growth of the city and the ad- 
ditional demand for new extensions has in- 
creased work in all branches of the depart- 
ment. The amount of cast-iron pipe laid this 
year was 35,570 feet or 6.73 miles. Numer- 
ous petitions could not be answered on 
account of lack of funds available for this 
purpose. The appropriation now at our 
disposal will enable the Board to lay con- 
siderable pipe the coming season. 51 
hydrants have been added tbis year and 
275 new services put in. Total number of 
service connections 1850, of which 91 are 
supplied by meter. 13 new stand pipes for 
the use of the street department have been 
added. Reference to the tables given in 
the report of the Superintendent, will show 
details of pipe laid, hydrants and gates 
set, also the average daily amount of 
water pumped each month, The increase 
during the summer months is largely due 
to street and lawn sprinklers. More 
economy in the manner of using water for 
tbe above purposes would materially lessen 
the pumping expenses. But few com- 
plaints have been received bythe Board as 
to the quality of the water. In most cases 
these were probably due to the shutting off 
and turning on of the water, incidental to 
the laying of new mains. 

“There has been a large increase in the 
amount received from sale uf water, the 
gross receipts for the year being $36,660.41. 
The total expended for maintenance ac- 
count (exclusive of interest,) was $11,370.- 
96, which deducted, leaves a balance re- 
ceived more than expended of $25,269.45. 
This increase in the income is due largely 
to the policy adopted by the Board of ex- 
tending the maius. We estimate the prob- 
able gross receipts for the year 1804 at $40,- 
000, and the amount required for mainte- 
nance $14,000, leaving a net income of 
about $26,000, or over 4 per cent. on the 
net cost of the plant to date, That the 
plant will be self-sustaining in the near 
future there is no question. The schedule 
rates charged for water are the same as 
used by the Quincy Water Company and 
are higher than those of most city supplies. 
The Board propose to make a moderate re- 
duction in the sebedule rates to take effect 
July 1, 1894.” 

The Commissioners believe more should 
be done to protect the water shed from 
pollution. 

An abridged statement of the income 
and expenditures follows. 

Superintendent Hall reports the supply 
of waterto have been ample. The total 
consumption for the year was 266,264,009 
gallons, a daily average of 729,490 gallons. 
An increase of 127,556 over the daily 
average consumption of 1892. The maxi- 
mum consumption was 1,322,522 gallons, 
August 3d, and the minumum consump- 
tion was 494,822 gallons, January 6th. A 
comparison of the daily average con- 
sumption with that of 1892 is given. The 
rainfall as measured at the pumping 
station was 40.55 inches. 

The maintenance account shows $3,354.- 
34 to have been spent fur office expenses, 
$5,068.21 for pumping station expenses, 
$2,048.41 for reservoirs, standpipe, mains, 
hydrants, etc., with an unexpended balance 
of $769.04. The expeditures for construc- 
tion were $51,382.17. 

The analyses by months of the water is 
given in detail; also the extensions with 
size of pipe. 

The summary of statistics contains a 
great many items of interest, which cannot 
well be condensed. 

The population of the city is estimated 
at 20,000, and of the 14,000 on line of pipe, 
10,546 are supplied with water. The 
gallons consumed per day per inbabitant is 
36; per consumer, 69. The location of all 
the hydrants is given. 

City Clerk Spear reported receipts from 
licenses and recording marriages to the 
amount of $637.70. There were 219 mar- 
riages, 375 deaths and 727 births. There 
were licensed 893 male dogs and 75 females, 
for which $2,161 were received. 

The vote in detail at the State election 
and wunicipal election follows and will be 
appreciated for reference.

Brookline, and puts them in advance of 
many other cities and towns whose pecuni- 
ary regources are in every way superior to 
ours, Moreoverat the World’s Fair held 
in Chicago, a medal with its accompanying 
diploma was awarded to the Quincy schools 
for excellence in work and specimens of 
that work have been asked for by the 
authorities of the city of Philadelphia with 
a view to the formation of a permanent 
educational exhibit. 

“The question of adjustment of salaries 
is ever a difficult and delicate one. Never- 
theless, in connection with the subject, we 
have found occasion to make two marked 
innovations, We have elevated the maxi- 
mum salary of teachers occupying positions 
below that of principal in the grammar 
and primary grades from $500 to $550 per 
annum. This latter figure has been 
attained by a certain number of teachers 
in virtue of long and faithful service 
coupled with real professional merit. A 
further advance to $600 might not 
unreasonably be considered in the future. 
We have thought it well to fix at $1,400 the 
maximum salary of grammar school 
principals; but this figure is to be secured 
only during the fifth year of service by 
means of an annual increment of $100, 
the initial salary still remaining at $1,000.) «© » « 
By this means we hope to secure the con- 
tinuance in work of valuable teachers as 
well as increased advantage which pupils 
derive from prolonged personal contact 
with a good master.” 

The school property includes ten build- 
ings of eighty-one rooms which seat 3900 
pupils. The approximate valuation of 
buildings, land and furnishings is $321,000. 
He recommends that land be purchased 
at Norfolk Downs for a school building. 

The crowded condition of the Lincoln, 
John Hancock and Willard schools is 
noted, 

A summary of teachers shows an increase 
of five during the year; a man at the High, 
two women at the Willard, and one each in 
the John Hancock and Lincoln. 

The whole number of different pupils 
registered is 4,114; the average number 
belonging 3211 and the average attendance 
3067. 

The need is felt of one energetic truant 
officers. 

Quincy rank 137 among the 351 cities 
and towns of the State, and 16 among the 
27 of the county, in percentage of valua- 
tion appropriated for schools, 
attendance to whole number of children 
between 5 and 15, the standing is 301 and 
23 respectively. 

A comparison shows the following 
pumber of pupils in each grade in Decem- 
ber 1892 and 1893: 


seventy-one teachers have served for more 
than fifteen years. Their services date 
from °55, ’57, 65, *74, ’75, and ’78. The 
Board deemed these worthy of a special 
reward, not only for length of service, but 
for faithful and successful effort. These 
now receive $550, as a token of appreciation. 
They are in pointof service Miss Julia E. 
Underwood of the Coddington, Miss 
Emeline A. Newcomb of the Willard, Miss 
Eliza C. Sheahan cf the Adams, Miss Mary 
Marden of the Washington, Miss Ellen

prizes and subjects for 1894; outline course 
in nature study; sewing lessons, and the 
School Committee and sub-committees of 
1894.

Therefore, in order to stop the train of bad 
luck which nature has unfortunately 
ordained for him, he orders his eyebrows 
changed or replanted by a bair-planting 
professor. 

This is done by first carefully pulling out 
the rebellious or unlucky hairs in the eye- 
brows. The next operation is to select a 
spot of hair on the neck of the patient or 
behind his ears that would suit fora fine 
eyebrow and reduce them down to the 
right length. A fiae pair of sbarp pincers 
is picked up with the left hand, and select- 
ing a suitable-sized hair, the operator jerks 
it out by the root, and with the right band 
he quickly pierces a minute hole in the 
skin of the bald eyebrow in a slanting 
direction, and while the point of the 
needle-like instrument is still on the edge 
of the hole, the root of the pulled-up hair 
is carefully inserted. 

But if blood oozes out of it before the 
hair is planted the hole will not be used on 
that day for fear of inflammation and not 
sufficient nutriment for the hair to take 
proper root. This operation is repeated 
until every hair in the eyebrow is replanted 
or enlarged. The patient usually ex- 
periences pain in the eyebrows for about 
twenty-four hours, after which he goes out 
and shows himself to his friends. 

The professor charges more for planting 
eyebrows than for planting whiskers, be- 
cause of the many varied degrees of slant- 
ing each hairin order to make the eye- 
brows look natural to the man orto suit 
the ideas of the physiognomist.— Wong 
Ching Foo, in St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

Origin of the Dollar Mark. 


Below I give five theories of the origin of 
|the dollar mark (8), they being selected 
from about twenty seemingly plausible so- 
lutions: 

1, That it is a combination of “ U 
the initials of the United States. 

2. That it is a modification of the figure 
8, the dollar being formerly called a “* piece 
of eight.” 

3. That it is derived from a representa- 
tion of the pillars of Hercules, consisting 
of two needle-like towers or pillars connec- 
ted with ascroll. The old Spanish coins 
marked with the pillar device were fre- 
quently referred to as “ pillar dollars.” 

4. That it is a combination of “ H.S,,” 
the ancient Roman mark of money unit. 

5. ‘fhat it is a combination of P and S, 
from peso duro, siguifying ** hard dollars.” 
In Spanish accounts peso is contracted by 
writing the S over the P, and placing it 
after the sum. 

According to one writer, the symbol of 
the dollar is a monogram of the letters 
“Vv, &S,” and “*J,’’ the dollar being ori- 
ginally a *‘thaler,”’ coined io the valley of 
Sankt Joachim, Bohemia, and known asa 
** Joachims thaler,”’ and the monogram the 
initials of the words, ‘ Valley Sankt 
Joachm.”’ A writer in giving his opinion 
of ** Reason No. 3,’ as given above, says: 

“The American symbol for dollar is 
taken from the Spanish dollar, and the 
origin of the sign, of course, must be 
looked for in associations of Spanish coins. 
On the reverse of the Spanish dollar isa 
representation of the pillars of Hercules, 
and around each pillar isa scroll with the 
inscription ‘plus ultra.’ This device in 
course of time has degenerated into the 
sign which at present stands for American 
as well as Spanish dollars, *$.’ 


.S.” 


$.’ The scroll 
around the pillars represents the two ser- 
pents sent by Juno to destroy Hercules in 
his cradle in mythologic lore.’—St. Louis 
Republic. 


A Unique Industry. 
Of their several industries one is prob- 
ably unique. It is the making of wooden 
water-pipes for street mains and service, 
and from the Olympian factory are turned 
out fifty miles of such pipes annually. 
Medium-sized logs free from knots are 
selected, sawed into eight-foot lengths, 
placed in hugh turning-laths and reduced 
to a uniform diameter of about fourteen 
inches. From each of these is cut a core 
twelve inches in diameter. From this core 


is cut another of ten inches, and the suc- 
cessive cuttings are contioued until the last 
core is but two inches in diameter. This 
is split in two and sawed in half for pal- 
ing pickets. ‘The several sections of wood- 
en pipes thus made, have a tenon or 
shoulder cut at each end, and are wrapped 
diagonally with ribbons of steel, are coated 
with a boiling mixture of asphaltum and 
coal-tar and rolled in sawdust. When laid 
in the ground the sections are joined by 
broad iron collars; but their wooden ends 
are kept a quarter of an inch apart, in 
which fact lies the secret of their dura- 
bility. These wooden water-pipes, which 
are guaranteed to withstand a hydrostatic 
pressure of two hundred and fifty pounds 
to the square inch, are in use all over the 
west, as far east as the Rocky Mountains. 
The company making them also contracts 
to supply towns and sinall cities with water- 
works, carrying out every detail, from the 
printing and placing of its bonds, the con- 
struction of its reservoir and the laying of 
its mains, to the final ordering of festivi- 
ties with which to celebrate the introduc- 
tion of water to its hydrants, and the play- 
ing of the first stream over the church 
steeples by the local fire-engine.— Harper's 
Weekly.

The First Photographer, 


Under this heading, W. H. Harrison, in 
Photography, gives the following account 
of the first man to introduce the use of 
salts of silver into photography. 

The first photographer, Johann Heinrich 
Schulze—sometimes spelled Schultze—was 
a professor of medicine in the University 
of Halle, and he wrote a great number of 
medical works, most of which are in the 
British Museum library. He died Oct. 10, 
1744. 

Schulze was the first to print an image of 
an object by the agency of light. In 1727 
he poured nitrate of silver upon chalk, 
proved that its darkening in sunlight was 
due to light and not to heat; then he 
printed upon the deposit the image ofa 
piece of string tied round the containing 
glass. This was the first photograph ever 
taken in the world. Next he pasied printed 
matter round the glasses containing the 
deposits and photographed words and 
sentences, 


Cook Stoves. 


Doubtless some form of cooking stove 
has been used from a very early period. 
Previous to 1745 the stoves of all kinds 
used in America were imported from 
Holland or Germapy, but in that year a 
stove was invented by Benjamin Franklin 
that wasa great improvement On all that 
had preceded it. ln 1771 he continued 
his inventions in this line and produced a 
stove for burning bituminous coal which 
consumed its own smoke and ano'her 
which, after being filled at the top, could 
be inverted and made to burn from the 
base. Between 17*5 and 1795 several im- 
provements in stoves, ovens, heating and 
cooking apparatus were made by Couut 
Rumford, and as early as 1798 his soap- 
stone lined ranges had been introduced in 
New Yorkand were coming gradually into 
general use,—St. Louis Republic.

Cinders. 


Very few housekeepers who have never 
tried the experiment of havingall the ashes 
sifted know how much coal is thrown 
away when this is neglected. It is really 
a trifling bit of work to sift all the coal 
ashes of a family every day if there is a 
proper apparatus on hand in the way of a 
sieve in a covered box. Almost one-third 
of the coal burnt in an ordinary cook stove 
may be burnt over in the form of cinders, 
and these cinders being comparatively 
free from gas, like coke, make a much 
hotter fire than unburnt coal, 

In English houses, where the coals are 
carefully sifted, the housewives take the 
trouble to throw the cindersip the sink 
and wash off the ashes, This process of 
dampening, besides cleansing the ashes, 
gives them the proper body to make a last- 
ing fire, instead of retarding their burning, 
as one might suppose it would. The 
question is sometimes brought up as to the 
average fuel capacity of an ordinary cook 
stove with an eight or nine-inch hole. 
This depends entirely upon the individual 
who manages the stove, and less upon the 
make of stove than is genera!ly imagined. 
All the standard makes of cook stoves 


bura about the same amount of coal, under 
intelligent management. It has been 
demonstrated that a good standard make 
of cook stove or range may be kept steadily 
burning with a consumption of one ton of 
coal for ten weeks, provided the cinders 
are carefully sifted. Aud this will include 
the extra large fires required for washing, 
ironing and baking. 

Yet it is no uncommon thing for a negli- 
gent family to consume twice this amount 
of coal, and sometimes more in the same 
time, with no appreciable benefit from the 
additional amount of fuel used. This 
waste may be easily accomplished by piling 
the coal up to the covers of the stove, mak- 
what kitchen servants are apt to term the 
‘red-hot’? fire. Now, this fire, which 
makes the lidsof the stoves white with heat 
because the hot coals rest against them, 
does not heat the oven or other parts of the | 
stove except the front, as much as a fire of | 
similar intensity burning coal that reaches 
only to the top of the firebrick, In the first 
case, the draughts of the stove are actually 
shut off by the height of the coal, and 
the heat fails to reach the ovenand vari- 
ous flues, and the mass of this coal, instead 
of giving heat to the stove, is turned into 
cinders, which in many cases are promptly 
dumped by the ignorant servant, unsifted, 
into the ash heap. Thus one family con- 
sumes coal enough for two—N. Y. 
Tribune.

Atlantic’s New Church, 


Appropriate and interesting exercises 
were held Tuesday commemorating the 
laying of the corner stone of the new 
Methodist church. A large hole had been 
made in the stone to a depth of twelve 
inches, in which was placed a copper box 
the same being buried in plaster paris. 
Within the box was placed copies of Quincy 
Parriot, Zion’s Herald, Christian Advo- 
cate, a picture of the church, and a list of 
the officers of the church, Epworth League, 
Sunday School, building committee, etc. ; 
the stone was a fine granite block, two by 
two and a half feet, polished upon its front 
side, with the year 1894 cut in bold letters 
across the centre, It wasa gift from Mr. 
F. Wesley Faller of West Quincy. 

Bishop J. N. Fitzgerald had charge of 
the services, assisted by Rev. Geo. S, Chad- 
bourne, D. D., Rev. D. H. Ela, D. D., Rev. 
J. H. Yeoman and the pastor, Rev. H. D. 
Deetz. The Bishop preached a strong 
sermon from Ist Peter, 2d chapter and 
6th verse, “Behold 1 lay ip Sion a 
chief corner stone, elect, precious, and he 
that believeth on him shall not be con- 
founded.’’ 

Much time and study has been given in 
perfecting the plans of this church, com- 
bining attractiveness with convenience. 
Steps in front will lead to a partially in- 
closed platform from which entrance is 
made to the church by a door at each 
corner, opening into a vestibule which will 
extend across the entire front of the 
cburch. The pews will be placed in a 
circular position with a seating capacity of 
two bundred and fifty. 

Adjoinivg the large platform for the 
pastor will be another, at the pastor's left 
for the choir, both inclosed in ornamental 
arches. ‘There will be a stair-way from the 
vestibule, and another at the rear of the 
choir platform leading to the vestry below 
and also an outside entrance from,and ona 
level with, Hunt street, The vestry will ac- 
commodate about one hundred and fifty, 
and opening from it there will be a ladies’ 
parlor, an Epworth League room, a pas- 
tor’s study, two class rooms, kitchen, coal 
room, china closet, etc. The church will 
be wel) heated and ventilated and fitted up 
for hot and cold water and electric lighting. 

The extreme size of the church will be 
forty-eight feet each way, witb a large 
tower at the left of the entrance. The 
lower portion will be built of Quincy 
granite. Three large ornamental windows 
will be placed on the three principal sides 
and all windows will be of five inch dia- 
mond glass, set in lead, and of a delicate 
tint. 

A strong are light has been placed 
directly opposite the front entrance of the 
church which will make that part nearly 
as light by nightas by day. The entire 
cost is expected to be about $6,000, and it 
is hoped that tbe fall amount will be pro- 
vided for by the time it is dedicated next 
fall.

Sudden Death, 


News was received in Quincy Monday 
that Mr. John Q. McDonnell of the firm 
of McDonnell & Sons had died in New 
York. The news was a surprise to many 
of his friends outside of the immediate 
family.

The committee on election laws has 
reported a bill to regulate the conduct of 
caucuses. It is based on the report of the 
recess committee, on caucus reform, and 
on a bill which was presented to the com- 
mittee by the election laws league. It is 
proposed to make it compulsory for Bos- 
ton and to make it possible to be used in 
any other city where 50 or more voters of 
one political party ask to have it used. It 
is a most important bill, whether it passes 
this year or not, for it works the growth of 
our political institutions and their recogni- 
tion by law. 

A sign of the coming contest over taxa- 
tion questions is seen in the divided report 
of the taxation committee, on the petition 
for the repeal of the law which permits the 
double taxation of foreign carporation 
stock. A majority of the committee are 
against the repeal, but Senator Lyford of 
Hampden and Representatives Wellman of 
Malden and Fuller of Boston dissent. The 
largest of the many petitions for the repeal 
of this law came from the Boston chamber 
of commerce. Now, there is another phase 
of this matter which is very interesting. 
While the committee is against the repeal 
of the law, it has also report unanimously 
against the bill to compel foreigu corpora- 
tions which are doing business ip this state 
to make return of their shareholders. If 
the double taxation law remains, the 
argument is, then it ought to be enforced, 
but, as it was also argued last year, if cor- 
porations are required to make return of 
the names so that the law can be enforced, 
then so many corporations would leave the 
state that business would suffer a severe 
injury, and the people would lose more 
than they would gain. This situation 
illustrates the perplexities of the tax re- 
formers. 

In the house Wednesday the Committee 
on Taxation reported reference to the next 
Genera! Court on the bill to change the day 
for the assessment of taxes from May 1 to 
April 1. 

In order to secure more effective action, 
the republican members of the house have 
made an organization which will push legis- 
lation as fast as possible and will try to 
secure uniform action by means of the 
party when any policy of the party is to 
be enforced. Still, it does not appear from 
the talk of members, that party pressure is 
to be applied as vigorously as in some pre- 
vious years, when ‘* whips’’ were selected 
for every division for the sake of bringing

It is unquestionably better for legis- 
lation in the state legislature to have one 
party on national lines largely in the ma- 
jority, because their appeals to partisanship 
are not necessary and bills stand much bet- 
ter chance of consideration on their merits. 

Defeat has been the fate in the senate of 
the bill to shorten the hours of railroad 
employes which had passed the house with 
no debate and bya large majority. Tbe 
bill provided that the hours for a day’s 
work should be 10 in aconsecutive 11. The 
railroad people did not seem to wake up to} 
the matter til) the bill had passed the house. 
It is difficult to learn at the state house 
what the real feeling of the railroad em. | 
ployes is. From some quarters come re- 
ports that conductors, brakemen and others | 
do not want the bill, for they would be! 
dropped wherever they might be, and 
would be obliged to work some of the time 
when they “lay off’’ under the present 
system. The labor agitators wanted the 
bill passed. 

With three dissenters the committee on 
mercantile affairs has reported a bill to al- 
low the Bell Telephone Company to raise 
its capital from 20to 50 millions. Those 
three do not object to the increase, but 
they want the stock offered first to the 
shareholders at the market price and the 
remainder to be sold at public auction. 

No dehate was made in the house against 
the bill which repeals the collateral inheri- 
tance tax law and substitutes for it a law 
which taxes both collateral and direct in- 
heritances. The former pay 5 per cent, of 
the whole money and the latter 1 per cent. 
Included with the latter are charitable, 
educational and religious societies and in- 
stitutions which have an office in this 
state. The act applies to personal property 
only. It has passed to the third reading | 
It is based on the theory that as- 
sessors do not get at this property while 
the owner lives, so they are justified in 
catching it when he dies. But as the 
property is to be taxed in any event when 
the owner dies, it looks as if the effect of 
the bill would be to give an excuse Lo many 
consciences for making no returus at all 
while living. Hence the bill might be 
entitled, *‘an act to promote perjury and 
the concealment of personal property from 
taxation.’’.. The bili is defended as a just 
measure because, by being conspicuously 
upjust it is thereby in a measure an offset 
to people’s lying. RULE.

To a large teacup 
ful of bread crumbs add a teacup of cream 
or rich milk, a desertspoonful of butter, 
salt and pepper to suit taste; also a little 
nutmeg; when the bread crumbs have 
absorbed all th? cream add three well- 
beaten eggs and fry. 


GRAHAM PuppIne. Two cups of 
graham flour, one cup of sweet milk, one 
cup of molasses, one cup of raisins, one 
teaspoonful each of salt, soda and cinnamon, 
half a teaspoonful of cloves. Steam an 
houranda half and serve with a liquid 
sauce. 

SrurFep STeAK. Cuta thick slice of 
beef from the round, about two pounds; 
take one pint of bread crumbs, well sea- 
soned with pepper, salt and sage, moisten 
with butter. Spread this dressing on the 
beef, roll it close; tie up carefully; wrap in 
a buttered cloth; steam for two hours. It 
is very nice cold sliced. 


Hominy Gems. Two cups of boiled 
hominy, one egg, one smaj! tablespoonful 
of butter, half a teaspoonful of sal’, half 
a pint of boiling water. Beat the egg thor- 
oughly, then add the other ingredients, 
and thin all with the boiling water until it 
will pour easily and bake in gem irons ina 
hot oven, These are simple and easily 
made, but very nice indeed. 


SreWweED STEAK. Take one pound and 
one-half of steak about half an inch thick 
and cut it into convenient pieces for serv 
ing—say two or three inches square—re- 
moviog all the fat. Putit intoa jar, add 
two tablespoonfuls of water and one of | 
mushroom, or any other ketchup. Cover} 
the jar and set itina saucepan of water. | 
Let the water in the saucepan boil about 
an hour. This is an excellent way of 


cooking steak, as the meat being in the jar 
never gets above a simmering temperature, 
and cannot, therefore, be spoiled by boil 
ing.

Yet, now and then one 
hears a wail of complaint from people who 
suffer needlessly because of the heedless 
manner in which other people keep them 
waiting for money which they have earned. 
A dressmaker said, recently, to one of her 
patrons: ‘I am nearly frantic when I think 
how hard | worked and how late I sat up 
to finish Miss ——’s graduation gown, and 
now I am afraid I will never be paid. I 
bave waited six months for that bill, and I 
cannot get one cent, though I have almost 
begged for it, even offering to take it in 
installments, Lam distressed in these hard 
times, when everybody is retrenching, be- 
cause people do not have so many new 
things, and others who have had them 
put off paying me.” 

On ber way home the sympathethic cus- | 
tomer thought about it,happening to know | 
that there were no indications of want or 
Straitened means in the family of the de- 
linguent debtor, inferring that the thing 
was due to ingrained indifference to paying 
for work when done. Probably there was 
at first a temporary inconvenience in set- 
ling the bill, and it was postponed for a day 
ortwo, and then the period lengthened 
insensibly, other creditors brought their 
bills, larger amounts were paid, and still 
the poor dressmaker waited and wondered, 
and grew frantic with worry, poor thing! 

To defer even for one day the paying of 
the laundress who has acceptably finished 
her day’s work in your kitchen is, it may 
be, to force her to ask credit, grudingly 
given to such as she, at the grocer’s shop 
where she deals, or else to send her child- 
ren meagrely fed to their beds. People 
who have a comfortable balance in bank do 
not comprehend the straitened circumstan- 
ces of the people who live from hand to 
mouth. 

Coal-bins filled to the overflow are a very 
different thing from coal purchased in the 
dearest way, by the pailful at a time, yet 
thousands of poor women can buy their 
coal only in very small quantities or go 
without. Think of being calmly told to 
to wait till tomorrow for one’s wages, when 
neither stick of wood nor ounce of coal 
was on hand for the family fire. 

Apart from the inconvenience, embar- 
rassment and misery entailed by laxity in 
paying what one owes, especially when 
the creditors are the poor, and the debts 
are small, there is evident a serious lack of 
principal in persons who can comfortably 
continue in debt, 

Any lapse in the rigid honor which in- 
sists on meeting each demand and paying 
it in full at the moment of its maturity in- 
volves a loss of self-respect, and brings in 
its train a warped morality. 

There are few things more important in 
the education of children than the foster- 
ing in them the right estimate of personal 
obligation. The child should be enjoined 
against borrowing and begging in his 
small transactions, Let him be held to 
strict account and responsibility as to his 
management of his allowance. Fidelity 
here will tell in years to come, when his 
dealings are no longer small, but affect 
great commercial interests.—Harper’s Ba-

Cleaning the Cellar. 


In no part of the house is it so important 
that the cleaning be thoroughly done as in 
the cellar, writes Maria Parloa in the 
Ladies’ Home Journal. Not a corner 
should be slighted. Begin with the fur- 
nace, Have the registers closed in every 
room. Remove all the cinders and ashes 


and clean out all the flues and pipes. 
Many housekeepers have the pipes re- 
moved, but the smoke-pipe is really the 
only one that it is necessary to take down. 
This pipe is liable to rust, because of the 
moisture it gathers from the chimney ; 
nevertheless, if there be no way of heating 
and drying the house during a cold, damp 
period in summer except by building a 
tire in the furnace, it would be cheaper to 


renew this smoke-pipe every few years than 
run the risk of having the family made ill 
from receiving a chill. While the men 
are in the house to clean the furnace it 
would be economy to have them clean the 
flues in the range and also the chimneys, 
Open the cellar windows, to bring every- 
thing into the light. Have the coal bins 
jcleaned. Brush everything free from dust. 
| Now sweep the ceiling and walls as well 
}as the floor. Brush the walls once more. 
Wash the windows and any closets, shelves 
or tables there may be in the cellar. Now 
bave the walls white-washed. Before the 
various articles stored in the cellar are put 
back in place, brush them again. Sweep 
the floor once more.

The mayor and aldermen of cities and 
the selectmen of towns may nominate 
twice as many persons as there are enum- 
eraturs to be appointed in each city and 
town, and of the persons thus nominated 
there shall be appointed as enumerators, 


wealth, 


The many friends of Mr. Samnel W. 
Spear, who owing to sickness is unable to 
obtain a livelihood for himself, are inter- 
esting themselves in his behalf in aiding 
him to make the entertainment which he 
is arranging a success, and to further this 
end his friends ask all to purchase tickets 
whether they can attend or not. Mr, 
Spear has always been an honest industri- 
ous citizen but what little he saved in time 
of prosperity has been used up, and any 
little help given him in this entertainment 
will be helping along a worthy cause, 


OBNOXIOUS AS the method is, some tax- 
payers interested in the growth and 
progress of the city have arrived at the 
conclusion that a loan of about $30,000 
should be made this year for current 
expenses, to keep the tax rate down be- 
tween $16 and $17. The debt limit of 
$44,882 Jan. 1, is practically the same now, 
as only one or two small loans have been 
authorized, and $4,100 paid off. No debt 
for ordinary expenses now falls due in 
1901, 1902 or 1903, which are within the 
ten-year limit, and the $30,000 could be 
equally apportioned between tuese years. 
In ten years the water works will be paying 
for themse)ves,—maintenance, interest and 
maturing bonds, and perhaps help out in 
other ways. 

The Patriot has been opposed to such a 
scheme, but is now inclined to endorse it, 
that the tax rate of 1804 may be kept 
within bounds. At the same time the 
maturing debt of 1895 should not be in- 
creased one dollar. The limit of loans by 
the Council of 1894 is $44,882 (the limit 
Jan. 1, 1894,) plus $64,730 which will be 
paid this year, but considerable of the 
latter sum will not be available until 
December. If this Council makes the loan 
of $30,000 for current expenses, and keeps 
its total loan within $64,730, the total debt 
of the city will be decreased next January 
rather than increased. 


THE CHANGE on the Board of Regis- 
trars of Voters is quite marked this year. 
Mr. Christopher A. Spear who held the 
position by virtue of his office as city clerk 
was succeeded by City Clerk Keith. As 
the board must be composed of two Demo- 
crats and two Republicans, it was necessary 
because of the change of politics of the 
city clerk that the successor of Mr. M. F. 
O’Brien should be a Republican, and a 
good selection was made in the choice of 
ex-Councilman Lester M. Pratt. Then 
Mr. Edwin W. Marsh who has been a 
member of the board since it was instituted 
in 1884, concluded it was best for him to 
resign, and Mayor Hodges has infused a 
little young blood into the board by the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Edward B. Marsh of 
Ward One. Mr. Cornelius Moynihan is 
the only member to hold over. Mr. E. W. 
Marsh has been chairman of the board 
during all the ten years of service, and was 
peculiarly adapted for such a position, al- 
ways keeping well posted on the law. 
Many would have been peased to see Mr. 
Spear appointed on the board, but as he 
held other city offices he was not qualified 
for appointment.

From the State House. A Fine Monument. 


Boston, APRIL 18, 1894. 

The liquor trade has once more assumed 
the garb of virtue and come to the state 
house as a patriot and as a temperance man | 
to secure the repeal of the license limita- 
tion law. The liquor interest wanted the 
law repealed because there is more drink- 
ing with the number of saloons limited 
than there would be without. Take off 
the limit and let anyone get a license, then 
so many would go into the business that 
some of them could not stand the compe- 
tition. They would fail and their saloons 
would be closed, thus resulting in a clear 
gain for temperance and morality. Again 
it is against the spirit of our American in- 
stitutions to interfere with the personal 
liberty of aman. If he wants to drink, 
he has a moral and a patriotic right to do 
it, Again, the teetotallers want the limi- 
tation law repealed because the rivalry for 
licenses brings so much corruption into) 
city politics. A thousand total abstainers 
of Lowell were said to be petitioners for the 
repeal of the law. But in spite of morality 
and patriotism of the liquor trade, the 
house did not seem to be deeply impressed 
with this assumption of virtue and voted 
by a large majority to keep the law as it is. 

The ‘‘ watchdogs of the treasury ’’ are 
wide awake. They are against tearing 
down the state house this year. They 
favor only one new normal school, instead 
of three, as proposed by the committee on 
education, and they have cut down from 
$160,000 to $100,000 the appropriation 
recommended by the committee on agri- 
culture for the destruction of the gypsy 
moth. But their reports do rot settle these 
contests. Five of their own number of 12 
are in favor of pulling down the state 
house and erecting a new one. The friends 
of the three places which have been select- 
ed for normal schools will be sure to com- 
bine to put their plans through, while the 
farmers have tales of woe to tell about the 
dangers from the gypsy moth. Plenty of 
agricultural evidence was given by farmers 
themselves, that they would rather be taxed 
their part of $160,000 than run the risk of 
the destruction of their crops by the gypsy 
moth,

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The Boston Commonwealth says: After 
long endurance of the nuisance of over- 
head wires in the streets of Boston, the 
demand for relief has been recognized by 
a bill introduced in the Legislature and an 
order introduced in the Board of Aldermen. 
Unfortunately, there seems here to be 2 


conflict of purposes. The Legislature pro- 
poses that the work shall be undertaken in 
a deliberate businesslike fashion, providing 
for a gradual removal of all overhead electric 
wires, the work to be completed and the 
city streets freed from these incumbrauces 
in six years from this time. The aldermen 
pass by all other wires and drive directly 
atthe West End Street Railway Company, 
proposing to compel the burial of the feed 
wires of that system within the period of 
six months. This is unreasonable and 
probably impracticable; and there is little 
doubt that the adoption of the order of the 
Board of Aldermen would be detrimental 
to the operation of the more reasonable 
plan of the Legislature. The fact is that 
‘undergrounding’ of electric wires cannot 
be done in haste. 


—March 30, 1892, Edward Collins, of 
Quincy, was fined $60 for keeping a liquor 
nuisance.

$85,000, but finally the amount first named 
was mutually agreed upon. 

These negotiations have brought out 
the fact that the Summit House has proved 
a regular bananza in profits. In ten years 
Walter Aiken, of Franklin falls, recently 
deceased, received $100,000 from that 
source, while the railroad’s share was a 
much larger sum.

That was a beautiful touch which Dr. 
Everett recently gave in his eulogy on his 
father at Everett, and especially the last 
paragraphs quoted. It will bring a pang 
to many a parent’s heart who remembers 
how often the little things, but big things 
to baby hearts, were wantonly disregarded. 
Said Dr. Everett : 

“ But it was in his ows bousehold that 
the inherent sweetness and tenderness of 
his character were to bedisplayed. * * * 
There was not an office of attention or 
care which a mother regularly claims as 
ber right and duty to her children which 
he did not constantly and habitually ren- 
der to every child that called him father. 
He was a delight to his children, for he 
gave himself to them with the same devo- 
tion that he did to every object of duty, 
heightened by a warm and never clouded 
love and enjoyment, which other objects 
could not claim. * * * He loved to 
bave us with him at meals and other fixed 
times, and at all such his heart overflowed 
with an affection curiously mingled of play- 
fulness and seriousness, a regard for the 
child’s weakness and inexperience which 
rose to absolute respect, so that he treated 
the most trivial claim of childhood, in joy 
or sorrow, with a patient care which he 
did not surpass in dealing with the prob- 
lems of anation. There was no request or 
difficulty of a child at home or at school 
that he would not make his own. His in- 
fluence was like that of a spring day—the 
gentle breeze, the tender shower, the fos- 
tering sun, the softened earth, all seemed 
made by the Creator to fit the tender plant 
for the heats of summer, the blast of 
autumn, the frosts of winter, and for the 
bope of a brighter spring when all these 
are past forever.” 


Ripe and Unripe Bananas. 


Whether for shipment or for home con- 
sumption the fruit is cut as soon as it is 
“full’’—that is, when it has reached its 
adult form and size, but is still quite 
green. The plant is cut off by a single 
blow of a machete wielded by a powerful 
arm. As it falls the bunch is caught, 
lopped off, and laid aside, while the bar- 
vester goes on to the next bunch. It isa 
popular supposition that bananas “* ripened 
on the tree”’ are incomparably superior to 
those cut green. But asa matter of fact 
one never eats them thus ripened in 
Jamaica. They are said not to be as good; 
at all events, one finds no better fruit in 
texture or flavor than the best of our own 
markets, But every lover of this fruit 
knows that its quality varies extraordi- 
parily as itis offered to us. This is cue 
partly to the different sources from which 
itcomes. The best that is brought to us 
comes from Jamaica. It is also due still 
more to the condition of the fruit when 
cut. Bananas which are perfectly full 
will ripen mellow and delicious ; but those 
cut when immature, as too many are, will 
turn yellow, yet never truly ripen, retain- 
ing always their hard texture and unripe 
taste. In Jamaica, as elsewhere, the com- 
petition of buyers leads the unscrupulous 
ones to accept fruit of any sort, even when 
totally unfit ; and this sort of competition 
makes all the more unavailing the efforts 
of honest buyers to raise the standard 
and to teach the people to withhold their 
fruit until it is properly developed. 
Americans can give moral support to 
these efforts by accepting only such fruit 
as is mature at any price. A litule pains 
will soon enable one to distinguish good 
from poor fruit, though it is difficult to 
give a general statement of the distinctive 
differences, But, as a rule, it will be 
found that bananas which are largest, 
deepest yellow, and least angular are the 
most mature and best.—Populur Science 
Monthly.

Across Asia on a Bicycle. 


With no parade, and scarcely themselves 
realizing the importance of what they pro- 
posed to do, two young American students 
started from New York, June 23, 1890, on 
one of the most remarkable journeys of 
the century. Three years afterward, lack- 
ing twenty days, these young men returned 
to New York, by way of San Francisco, 
Arizona and New Mexico, having encom- 
passed the world. They had traveled on 
bicycles no less than 15,044 miles, which is 
said to be the longest continuous land jour- 
ney ever made around the world. But this 
was merely incidental; they were inspired 
by higher purposes than ‘*record-break- 
ing.”’ 

Messrs. Allen and Sachtleben, aged twen- 
ty-two and twenty-four years respectively, 
were graduated from Washington Univer- 
sity in St. Louis on June 13, 1890.. They 
had obtained a thorough theoretical college- 
training, aud they wanted to see the prac- 
tical side of life and to study the peoples 
of the old World. They decided to do all 
of the traveling possible on bicycles, al- 
though neither one of them had ever ridden 
a wheel, in order to see the countries 
through which they passed more thorough- 
ly, anc to come into closer relation with the 
inhabitants. It never was their intention 
simply to make a “* bicycle tour around the 
world.’? They were following the example 
of the medieval scholars who roamed afoot 
through Germany, France and Italy. But 
they were to cover a field of which their 
prototypes had never dreamed, and so 
they called in the bicycle to their aid. 

The day after they received their degrees 
they started out on their journey, and a 
week later sailed for Liverpool. After 
they had wheeled through Great Britain, 
they perfected their plaus for crossing 
Europe and Asia. The most difficult part 
of their journey, they well knew, would 
be that portion of the route which lay 
tbrough western and central China and the 
desert of Gobi. By the kindly aid of Min- 
ister Lincoln, who endeavored to convince 
them of the dangers that were in the way 
and to dissuade them from their attempt, 
they obtained a special passport from the 
Chinese ambassador in London. 

When they had seen southern Europe 
from a better point of vantage than a car- 


window, they set out from Constantinople | 


on their long, perilous and arduous jour- 
ney. They were the first from another 
continent since the days of Marco Polo to 
the Chinese empire from the 
western boundary to the capital, Peking,— 
and in many places they followed close in 
the footsteps of the great Venetian trav- 
eler. Civilization bas made but little pro- 
gress in tbis region of the world since the 
thirteenth century, and their eyes rested 
on many of the self-same sights that 
awoke the astonishment of the emissary of 
Kublai Khan, 

Messrs. Allen and Sachtleben have writ- 
ten a graphic account of their journey from 
Constantinople to Peking, and this will be 
published in The Century, beginning with 
the May number. They met with many 
curious and startling adventures, and these 
they tell with a simplicity and modesty as 
if they were not unusual episodes in the 
rounding out of a college education. They 
took more than 2500 photographs of scenery 
and phases of life that curious European 
eyes bad never looked upon before, and 
meny of these will be reproduced.

A Child’s Summer Dresses. 


A little girl needs ten or twelve dresses. 
Get two or three of brown linen strictly for 
morning wear. This wears and washes 
beautifully, and shows the dirt less than 
apy other material. ltcan be bought for 
25 cents a yard, and 3 yards will make a 
dress, and a sash of the same putin from 
the seams under the arms. Make it very 
simply, with a short yoke and full sleeves. 
The small red and white and blue and 
white check ginghams at 25 cents a yard 
make nice morning dresses, made in the 
same simple way. Very pretty percales 
can be bought for 12 1-2 cents a yard. 
They wash well, and come in pretty blue 
and pink stripes and dotes and little 
flowered patterns. Made with a waist 
either full or plain, extending about three 
inches below the armholes, and with full 
rufiles of the same material cut on the 
bias, and edged with a little narrow 
embroidery, starting from the middle of 
the waist in front, and going over the 
shoulder, they make a very pretty and 
reasonable dress for either morning or 
afternoon. It is nice to have four of this 
kind; three yards of material make one. 
If you want ita little more dressy, make 
the ruffle entirely of white embroidery 
three or four inches wide, and vary the 
pattern by putting the rufile around instead 
of bringing it to a point front and back. 
India linen at 30 cents a yard, or nainsook 
for the same price, makes nice white 
dresses. 

These can be made to wear with guimpes 
if preferred. Cut the waists low-necked, 
and put a deep ruflle of embroidery to fall 
ail around the neck, and a short puff 
sleeve to the elbow. A yard anda half of 
embroitery is required to trim in this way. 
Great bargains can often be found in 
remnants. A small-dotted muslin makes a 
pretty change, trimmed with lace instead 
of embroidery; but the lace rarely looks 
well after a few washings. Simplicity is 
the principal thing to remember, for it 
saves in money, time, and washing, and tae 
child will look twice as well. A short

Complaint is made that petitioners for 
legislation are shut off without sufficient 
opportunity to be heard on account of the 
haste of the legislature to adjourn. The 
Gloucester water matter, which is of much 
local consequence, is a case in point, An- 
other is that in which a committee had 
reported reference to the next legislature 
on a matter on which they had not time to 
give a hearing, but which was finally re- 
committed for hearing because it was found 
quite easy to do all that was wanted. But 
tbe most important matter to be thus neg- 
lected for lack of time in the haste to get 
through, is the Tower system of land 
transfers. This promises great pecuniary 
saving to the people, but it is postponed 
year after year because it is too important 
to be acted upon,—too important to be re- 
ported to the legislature early and, when it 
is reported, too important to be acted upon 
late in the session, If the public would 
not crowd the legislature quite as hard to 
go home, and if the reputation of the leg- 
islature were made to depend more on the 
quality of its legislation than on the short- 
ness of the session, the peuple would be 
better served and better off in the end. 
Not all the clamor for speedy adjournment 
is reasonable. 

There are two sides to the trout bill 
which Gov. Greenhalge bas vetoed, and 
only one has been given much of a show in 
the papers. That is the side of the wild 
trout—in other words, the side of the men 
and boys who want to kill the wild trout 
for fun, the side of the sportsmen who 
have so much influence with the Legisla- | 
ture, the side of summer landlords who 
want trout brooks preserved as inducements | 
to boarders on their vacations, the side of 
country people generally, perhaps, who re- 
gret Lo see trout disappear as they regret to 
see partridges and grey squirrels thinned 
| off by sportsmen. But the other side is that | 
of the great public, of the mass of people of 
| small means, of the many thousands who! 
never saw a trout brook, who cannot get | 
into the country at all and who are pressed | 
continually to procure enough of cheap and 
nutritious food. Mr. Gilbert of Plymouth, 
| who has been treated with injustice in some | 
quarters as a lawbreaker, has demonstrated 
in bis private ponds at Plymouth that} 
trout may be raised easily and profitably 
for a food supply. The trout pond may be 
made a valuable supplement to the poultry 
yard, and the demonstration is that an 
equal worth of food supply in the form of 
fish can be raised more cheaply than in the 
form of poultry or any kind of meat. In 
healthfulness and toothsomeness the trout | 
| stands high. Unquestionably it would be 
| a great benefit to the State to develop tront 
raising as an industry. The pleasures of 
sportsmen and the wishes of private owners 
of wild game do not seem a reasonable off- | 
set to the material needs of a large pro- | 
portion of the people. Certainly the case 
has two sides and it is not likely that the 
plea for the trout as a commercial food 
supply will cease with the veto of Gov. 
Greenhalge. | 

The house has given time and consider- 
able support tothe billof Mr. Bridges of 
Deertield to raise the license fee of drug- 
gists from $1 to from $50 to $500. No- 
torious abuse of the privilege of liquor 
selling by druggists was the reason for the 
introduction of the bill and there was no 
attempt to deny the strong assertion that 
the drug stores in no-license towns and 
cities are ‘the worst places on the foot- 
stool’’ for making drunkards. But the bill 
was defeated by the argument that 
if the fee were raised, the druggists would 
feel justified in selling liquor in order to get 
their money back. 

One of the most perplexing problems for 
the legislature to solve is that of liquor 
license commissions for all the cities in the 
state which vote license. The whole 
liquor question is a poison in politics. 
Here in Boston the issue of licenses by a 
commission appointed by the mayor was 
found to result iu such corruption tha! the 
system was abolished and the present 
Board of Police was substituted, whose 
members are appointed by the governor. 
License cities like Fall River and Holyoke, 
where the liquor power is strong, send 
delegations to the state house (unofficially, 
of course,) Republicans and Democrats, to 
urge the passage of the bill. On the other 
hand, the traditions and principles of local 
self-government are against any inter- 
ference by the state in these details of ad- | 
ministration. If the self-reliance of the 
people is destroyed by taking from them, 
with or without their consent, the re- 
sponsibility for a strong local government, 
what will be the next step in way 
of centralizing power and emasculating 
the strength of the people in politics ? 
Here is a question which is away beyond 
apy present party lines and ought not to 
be settled on partisan grounds. The bill 
has been postponed to next week in order 
to get more light, 

The bill for wide tires, which the house 
defeated by a large majority Wednesday 
afternoon, has not been an annual at the 
state house for 20 years, as stated by Mr.

With a commendable interest in perpetu- 
ating the historical points of interest in 
this city, Mr. Wendell G. Corthell has 
caused to be placed upon a bowlder on bis 
grounds at Wollaston, a bronze tablet bear- 
ing this inscription: 

This and the neighboring 
Wollaston Hills were part of the 
Original grant of 600 acres 
Made by the town of Boston to 
William Hutchinson in 1635-7. 

His house stood near this spot ; 

And to it came his wife, 

ANNE HUTCHINSON, 

Ou the seventeenth of April, 1635, 
When exiled from Massachusetts 
By the General! Court of the Colony, 
And here she tarried for a brief space, 
While on her way to Rhode Island. 


This tablet placed A. D. 1894.” 


The sending from the Massachusetts 
Colony of Anne Hutchinson is among the 
first of those acts of intoleration which the 
Puritans of Massachusetts Bay, and 
Boston in particular, committed. Strong 
as they were in religious belief, and tena- 
cious to the last degree of religious opinions, 
of no one thing were the people taught 
more zealously than the danger, which 
lurked in the word, tolerance, This all 
seems most strange to us of today who 
realize that through toleration we have 
arrived at the present stage of religious 
freedom. 

Anne Hutchinson was Ue wife of Wil- 
liam Hutchinson, who lived in Boston, and 
was possessed with a desire to have large 
landed possessions. In this he was not 
unlike his friends and neighbors, as Wil- 
liam Coddington, a portion of whose land 
grant is now ocenpied by the city of Quincy, 
and when forced to leave the town of 
Boston, gave his land to the town of Brain- 
tree, was a friend and companion of Wil- 
liam Hutchinson and his wife. Also 
Atherton Hough, whose name is perpetu- 
ated in the beautiful neck of land, was a 
believer in the word as preached by the Rev. 
John Wheelwright, and a great friend of 
the Hutchinsons. 

Mrs. Hutchinson was a great friend of 
the Rev. John Cotton, who was made 
teacher in the First Parish of Boston, of 
which church the Rev. John Wilson was 
elder, or as we should say in these days, 
pastor. She was bright, capable, clear of 
thought and mind, a devoted wife and 
mother. Her husband says of her that 
she was ‘“‘a dear saint and servant of 
God.” She was sought after by women 
who were spiritually perplexed, and by her 
clear instinct led them to higher interpre- 
tations of the letter and clearer perceptions 
of the spirit of the law. 

Gov. Winthrop declares that she had 
more resort to her about matters of con- 
science than any of the elders. He also 
says ‘‘that many profane persons became 
of her opinion.” _ 

By this time her admiration of Cotton, 
whom she declared was much more 
spiritual than Elder Wilson, also the decla- 
ration of religious views at variance with 
the accepted belief of the times had pro- 
voked the bitterest remarks from all the 
strictest church observers. 

The issue made was carried into politics 
and the triumph of Winthrop over Vane, 
foretold the fate which was to fall upon 
those who had strayed from the fold. 

Rev. Jobn Wheelwright who had 
preached in the ‘Chapel of Ease” at the 
“Mount’? was banished; and Anne 
Hutchinson, who had made such a deep 
impress upon the colony, was exiled from 
the home of her many friends and her be- 
loved pastor ; suffering imprisonment pre- 
vious to exile. While on her way from 
the town of Boston, she tarried as is told 
on the tablet in the house which her bus- 
band had built at the “‘Mount.”’ Her 
journey was to end at Rhode Island. The 
refuge of the liberal minded of those days. 

She did not stay there long however, for 
we learn that her husband died in 1642, 
and that then she left for the ‘* Dutch 
Colonies,” by which is meant New York 
state, and during the next year, 1643, she 
was murdered by Indians in one of the 
many Indian forays made upon the settlers. 

To mark the intolerance of those days, 
the divines, who led in the controversy 
against this brilliant woman, declare that 
her death by Indian massacre was a judg- 
ment of God for ber heresies. 

As before mentioned these were days of 
the narrowest interpretation of the scrip- 
tures. All those who did not walk in the 
path laid down by the Elders, were sternlv 
punished, and thrust out of the communi- 
ty, and whose name was made fo stand as 
a byword and reproach, and even as a 
warning to the ungodly and profane. 


ago, on reading one of Mr, Adams’ books. 
I learned that the site of the Hutchinson | 
house was somewhere near the Wollaston 
fountain, and I at once wrote Mr. Adams |} 
offering to properly mark the site in 
bronze if he would furnish the wording. 
After further investigation and thought he 
sent me a wording which with slight 
changes, agreed to by him, was adopted. 
The plate bas been nearly three months in 
process owing to my absence and the slow 
work of waking many letters. A 
boulder has been placed at the lower end 
of my lawn near the fountain and on it 
tbe tablet, IS by 21 inches, wiil now be 
bolted. 

At the request of Mr. Adams a letter has | 
been written by Mr. Marsh, which I1/ 
inclose, and also one of Mr. Adams and 
now leave the matter in your hands in 
accordance with your very kind offer.

My Dear Sir :—1am glad to learn from 
Mr. Charles Francis Adams that you pro- 
pose to place at Wollaston a tablet to com- 
memorate the fact that a part of that thriv- | 
ing village is located upen the grant made 
to William Hutchinson by the town of 
Boston, and that at his house in that 
vicinity his wife, Anne Hutchinson, found 
temporary shelter when on her way to 
Rhode Island after the banishment from 
Massachusetts. learn that you 
would like some evidence with which to 
support the claim that the locality is really 
a part of the Hutchinson grant, 

Some time ago Mr. Adams said to me 
that there appeared to be some obscurity | 


I also 


about the actual! location of this grant to} 
Hutchinson, and knowing that I was 
familiar with the locality as it appeared | 
fifty years ago, he suggested that I should | 
see what I could do toward establishing | 
its boundaries. I will give you the evidence 
on which I assumed to locate the grant, 
which [| think | may say was also con- 
vincing to Mr. Adams, who was himself 
quite familiar with the territory. ] 

We know that in 1636 a graut was made} 
to William Hutchinson of 600 acres, “lying 
betwixt Dorchester bouads and Mount 
Wollaston river, from the backside of Mr. 
Coddington’s and Mr. Wilson's farms, up 
into the country.”” This, like tbat of most | 
of the early grants, is a very vague descrip- 
tion, but from a deed given six years later 
to convey the Indian title, we get a de- 
scription a little more definite. By this 
deed, dated October 3, 1641, and recorded 
on page #2 of the second book of Suffolk 
records, Quoshamikin, Sachem of Sagamore 
of Massachusetts, conveyed to 
Hatchinson, and Edward Hutchinson, his 
son, all the land lying betwixt Dorchester 
bounds and Mr. Coddington’s lands, now 
in possession of Mr. Ting, and Mr. Wilson's 
land on one side and Mount Wollaston 
brook on the other, and so up into the 
country as (he said farm of William Hutch 
inson is laid out by Sargent John Oliver, 
by the appointment of the town of Boston. 

This deed having perfected the title, a 
few days laterasale ofa portion of the 
tract was made to Mr. Tyng; and on page 
23 of the first book of Suffolk Deeds, we} 
find a deed bearing date October 14, 1641, 
by which Edward Hutchinson of Boston, 
gentleman, in behalf of himself and father, 
conveyed to William Tinge of Boston, 
merchant, in consideration of one hundred 
pounds, 160 acres of land, ** being a parttof 
the great lott given to my father heretofore 
by the towne of Boston.”’ 

A much better description of the 
boundaries of this grant is given ina deed} 
of another portion, dated July 19, 
and recorded on page 219 of book 5, 
Suffolk Deeds. By this deed Elisha} 
Hutchinson of Boston, a grandson of | 
William, conveyed to Henry Crane of Mil- 
ton for four hundred pounds sterling, all | 
his farm of upland which his father, Capt.

as there is no description in the deed to Tyng | 
by which the easterly line can be established, 
neither is there any in that given more than 
twenty-five years later, by which this 160 
acre tract can be separated from other lands 
of the original Coddington grant. We find 
however that after cutting off this 160 acre 
strip from the easterly side of their grant, 
the tract sold to Crane was still bounded 
fora considerable distance south-easterly 
on the Furnace Brook below the junction of 
the small stream, and the northerly bound 
was on the swamp which separated it 
from Mr. Wilson’s farm. This swamp was 
located on the borders of Sachem’s Brook 
and in order to lap over Mr. Wilson’s farm 


| the Hutchinson land must have still ex-| 


tended for a considerable distance easterly 
from the Milton line. 

For these reasons, and from what we 
know relative to the location and extent 
of the Coddington and Wilson grants, | 
conclude that the original easterly line of 
the Hutchinson grant could not have been 
far from the present location of the Old 
Colony railroad. 

Bat, however that may be, of this we are 
certain, the old Dorchester or Milton line 
crossed the elevation which the Wollaston 
people have named their ‘* Third Hill,”

|the northern boundary of the grant, was 


that in the valley of Sachem’s Brook, so 
you are perfectly justified in perpetuating 
as an historical fact the statement that a 
considerable portion of the settlement of 
Wollaston is upon the original Hutchinson 
grant.

Since writing the above I have found a 
deed from Crane to Alexander Marsh, by | 
which he couveyed that portion of the 
tract lying between the old Plymouth road 
and the Furnace Brook. This brings the 
line east on that side as far asthe point 
where Adams street crosses the brook. 
The house of Mr. Marsh, occupied by 
three generations of his descendants, was 
standing at the close of the last century 
near the junction of the two brooks, on 
what is now the Robertson estate. I think 
I shall be able to locate other conveyances 
from Crane.

using a pure, not strong, soap, in which 
dissolve borax at the rate of a teaspoonful 
to two quarts of water; rinse in very blue 
water and iron on the wrong side while 
damp with a moderate iron, Do not rub 
the goods on a washboard, but souse them 
up and down and wring very gently so as 
not to pull or twist the fabric. Another 
plan suggests soaking the black cashmere 
in warm soapsuds for two hours, then dis 

solving an ounce of extract of logwood in 
a bowl of warm water and adding suifticient 
water to cover the goods, and then allow 

ing them to stand in this mixture all night. 
In the morning rinse in four waters, and 
to the last add a pint of sweet milk; clap 
the material between the hands in place of 
wringing, hang on a line until nearly dry, 
and iron while damp on the wrong side, 
Always iron until the goods are perfectly 
dry. The grease may be removed from 
colored cashmeres with French chalk and 
other stains with naphtha. They can also 
be washed in warm water, with one table- 
spoonful each of ammonia and beet’s gall 
to a pail of water. Wash quickly and 
rinse in water in which there isa little 
beef's When black goods look 
rusty they can be restored by sponging with 
equal parts of ammonia and alcohol. Never 
rub soap on black or colored woolen goods. 
Black alpaca is washed as cashmere is, 
only to the last rinsing water add a little 
gum arabic.— Ladies’ Home Journa

Our Drink Bill. 


The statistical report of the treasury de- 
partment, says the New York Independent, 
shows that the consumption of liquors in 
the United States for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1892, was in round numbers, as 
follows: 98,000,000 of distilled 
Spirits, 28,500,000 gallons of wines, {S7, 
500;000 gallons of malt liquors—1,114,000, 
000 galions of all kinds. If we reckon the 
malt liquors at five cents per half-pint 
glass, retail, the cost of the malt liquors, 
which are mostly used by the working 
people, would be $790,000,000. This sum 
would buy, in round numbers, 132,000,000 
barrels of flour at $6 each—more than the 
whole crop of wheat for that year; or 
158,000,000 tons of coal at $5 each—equal 
to the entire output of coal; or 79,000,000 
suits of clothes at $10 each or 225,000,000 
Or, if this 
money equally divided among these articles 
it would buy 33,000,000 barrels of flour, 
| 39,500,000 tons of coal, 19,750,000 suits of

Not only is Concord increasing its valua- 
tion rapidly, but it has a much higher tax 
rate than Quincy ever had; but probably 
the valuation is much lower than Quincy, 
which evens it up.

It is understood that no guarantee 
of the income would be legally binding but 
the readiness with which the guarantee 
was pledged showed the faith the people 
bad, and the trustees should have courage 
to go ahead without a guarantee. 

Tue GREAT benefit of the fire drill in 
the schools was illustrated in the Adams 
schoo! at Newton last week, when 500 or 
more pupils were quickly marched out of 
the building before they discovered it to be 
on fire. The fire originated on the ground 
floor and the three story building was total- 
ly destroyed. Mr, Aldrich is superintend- 
ent of schools at Newton and probably the 
drill in the Quincy schools has been in- 
augurated or continued by him in Newton. 


AN ELEVATED railroad for Boston is 
preferable by far to the objectionable sub- 
way scheme. The Legislative Committee 
has rejected the subway 10 to 5 and voted 
10 to 4 to report the Meigs bill. If the bill 
passes, the company shall construct within 
two years at least five miles of road. The 
fares between termini will be but five cents. 


STATISTICS SHOW that more than half 
the males and more than half the females 
in Massachusetts are unmarried, but they 
do not tell us how many are children. 
Strange to say there are three times as 
many widowed females as males. Have 
the males remarried or do they pose as 
single men ? 


Ir 18 to be hoped that all the Council- 
men will be ready for the order when in- 
troduced, specifying how much shall be 
raised this year by taxation. The whole 
amount appropriated for current expenses 
should not be assessed if it is the intention 
to pay all the debt maturing, which now 
amounts to $89,730. The tax rate of 
Quincy has never exceeded $17.50 and it 
never should.

Points for Women Voters. 


The Massachusetts School Suffrage Asso- 
ciation calls the attention of assessors and 
registrars of cities and towns, and also of 
women voters, to the change in the law 
relating to the registration of women, ap- 
proved April 16, 1894, which took effect 
upon its passage. 

The law requires that ‘“‘ the registrars 
shall transmit before the first day of May 
to the assessors a list of the women whose 
names are contained upon the register of 
voters, together with their residences as 
they appear upon the register of the pre- 
ceding year.”’ 

The “ assessors shall inquire at the resi- 
dences of the women voters whose names 
are contained in the list transmitted to 
said assessors by the registrars whether 
such women voters are residents thereat, 
and shall thereupon make a list of the 
women voters so found by them.” 

The assessors must transmit this list to 
the registrars, who shall enter the names 
upon the list of qualified voters. 

The law permitting women to send in 
written requests for registration, is re- 
pealed. 

The assessors began their annual 
canvass May 1, and women voters should 
be careful that their names are properly 
reported to them. Women vyoters,who 
have charged their residence since last 
May, or who have changed their names 
by marriage, and women who were not 
registered in 1893, will be obliged to 
appear personally before the registrars 
for registration. By a recent change in 
state law neither men nor women can 
register until Sept. 1.

From the State House. 


Boston, May 2, 1894. 


The council nominations of April 26 will 
come up for confirmation at the meeting 
of May 3. Thatof Rufus R. Wade to be 
chief of the district police will be confirmed 
promptly. Criticism of the new com- 
mission on the unemployed is made by re- 
publican legislators who fear that Gov. 
Greenhalge has not looked far enough 
into the future and that the action of this 
commission will plague the party for years 


tocome. Prof. Davis R. Dewey of the 
Institute of Technology is all right, 
if he is experienced enough, He has 


the chair of statistics and economies. 
David F. Mooreland of Woburn was an 
active labor leader in the house a few years 
ago and was a Hill democrat in the demo- 
cratic state convention two years ago. 
The third member, James F. Cary of 
Haverhill, is of the Morrison 1. Swift type 
of socialist and believes that the supreme 
court decision should be referred to the 
people for approval, as he has publicly said 
in the state honse this session. He also 
believes that our American system of 
government is a failure. So there is an ap- 
prehension among republican members of 
the legislature lest the commission will de- 
clare for doctrines which will make a great 
deal of trouble. 

With the debate on the first stage of the 
bill to establish a board of police for Fall 
River, all opposition to it in the senate 
ceased and its enactment is assured. Thus 
there are now two cities, Boston and Fall 
River, which, by their own corruption and 
subserviency to the liquor power, have lost 
avery material part of their function of 
self-government, It is a depressing. 
thought that in the old Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, with our centuries of liberty 
and free public schools, the tendency of 
the times has been toward such corruption 
in the cities that the comparative purity 
of the other parts of the state must be 
brought to the rescue. But Massachusetts 
has a foreign population of two-thirds its 
total people. They have not been assimi- 
lated enough to our standard of personal 
integrity. On the other hand, it is a fair 
question whether Boston and Fall River 
could not govern themselves well if the 
money-making business men attended to 
politics as much as the liquor dealers do. 

By vote of 10 to 19 the senate has re- 
fused to pass the trout bill over Gov, 
Greenhalge’s veto. Senator Atwood of 
Plymouth, representing the Gilbert interest, 
did his best to persuade the senate, but 
party loyalty was stronger than his argu- 
ment, 

The taxation question is still waiting for 
the attention of thehouse, with the signs 
showing that the debate will be as warm 
as July weather when it is reached. It is 
admitted by those who want to repeal the 
law which exempts mortgaged real estate 
from double taxation, that they have been 
beaten. They have beenable to carry six 
of the eleven of the taxation committee 
with them to the extent tbat they have 
reported reference to the next legislature, 
and so have been let down easy, as faras 
that goes. But the other five, including 
Mr. Wellman of Malden, who is the most 
influential man in the house, believe that 
such a report is not strong enough to put 
proper condemnation on this proposition 
and so they dissent and report that no 
legislation is necessary. Another close 
division exists over the Dill to éompel 
sworn returns of all taxable personal 
property to be made. It was reported in 
the first place by Mr. Kneil of Westfield, 
but there was some confusion about this 
proceeding and the bill was recommitted. 
The committee is practically divided in the 
middle over the bill, and unless everything 
is dropped in the haste to get through, 
which is beginning to seize upon some 
members, to the detriment of legislation, 
there will be one of the hottest debates of 
the session over this bone of contention 
between the holders of real estate and the 
owners of personal property. Business 
men’s organizations are expressing them- 
selves strongly against the several plans 
for additional taxation which are supported 
by the farmers, 

The vote of 127 to 53 by which the 
house rejected the bill to destroy the state 
house, by no means shows that the build- 
ing will be preserved eventually. Some 
who voted with the majority say that it will 
be easier to tell next year what ought to 
be done, after the whole rear of the build- 
ing has been torn away, up as far as the 
hall of the house. Those who favor de- 
struction say that after this has been done 
and only the Bulfinch part of the build- 
ing is left, the next legislature will be all 
the more sure to destroy the remaining 
part, for its incongruity with the annex 
will be evident to all. 

President Butler predicts that the legis- 
lature will be prorogued by Memorial day, 
but experienced legislators know that tbe 
important matters in the house cannot be 
disposed of in that time, if they are not 
rushed through or suffered to drop, like 
the Tower's system, for lack of time 
because they are so important. 

On Wednesday afternoon occurred the 
sixth death among members of the house 
which has taken place since the November 
election, This was thatof Mr. Tompkins 
of New Bedford, and it was the most 
shockingly sudden of all, for he was riding 
up in the elevator with other members to 
attend the session of the house when he 
fell in what was supposed to be a faint. 
He was carried into the reading room of 
the house and died ina few minutes, No 
other house for at least 18 years has 
suffered the loss of more than three 
members before it adjourned. So the 
house of 1804 has a sad pre-eminence in 
this respect. 

The house has been much in doubt what 
to do with the license commission bill, but 
it has finally given a large majority for it, 
after changing it so that the license com- 
missioners shall be appointed absolutely by 
the mayors of license citics instead of 
being appointed by the governor. The 
republicans have held two dinners over the 
bill and could not keep theirown men in 
line for it. But in its present form it does 
not violate the principle of local self- 
government, RULE.

It is one of our greatest industrial 
disturbers, interrupting work, causing 
imperfect labor, loss of time, loss of wages, 
lass of position, and thns clogging the 
wheels of industry and militating against 
the interests of both the employer and the 
employe. It drains the poor man’s pocket, 
makes him ragged and helpless, takes 
bread from the mouths of his children, 
shoes from their feet and clothing from 
their backs; it compels families to live in 
dark cellars and miserable attics, with 
empty larders and coal bins. lt swallows 
up $1,000,000,000 a year, and chiefly from 
the laboring people; a sum so vast that 
none of us fully comprehend it. 

It is the great corruptor of our politics 
and hence a foe to our government. It too 
often controls for evil and only eyil, our 
caucuses and conventions, lobbies and 
legislatures. It not infrequently shapes 
party action and determines what shall and 
what shall not appear in party platforms. 
It blurs the moral vision and scars the 
conscience of men in public life as well as 
private citizens, so that our government is 
willing to enter into partnership with the 
great iniquity and the citizens are willing 
to have it so. 

It is one of the most determined and 
potent enemies of the Church of God; it 
tends to nullify the influence of the gospel, 
it stands directly in the way of the salva- 
tion of men. It counteracts as far as 
possible, the influences of the Divine 
Spirit, blunts the moral sensibilities, and 
utterly unfits one for the greatest useful- 
ness and happiness, either in this life or 
the life to come,

One of the greatest natural attractions on 
the Pacific coast is said to be hidden away 
in the fastness of the Cascade range 
Josephine County in southern Oregon.

cave larger, more beautiful and more won- 
derful than the celebrated Mammoth Cave 
of Kentucky. We have six hundred 
chambers in sight and an _ incalcuable 
number to find before we reach the end of 
the cave,”’ is the story of a presumably 
recent explorer, ‘*‘ Almost every one of 
natural apartments contains a marvel of 
some kind.” There is a Lord’s Supper 


chamber “with its almost fac-simile in 
limestone of the famous painting,”’ a fairy 
chamber, a tornado chamber, * visited by 
a wind storm every twenty-four hours,’’ a 
rain chamber with its ‘* perpetual drizzle," 
a death chamber with it’s “coffin resting 
on a stalagmite,’’ and other chambers 
waiting appropriate names. The cave is 
about seventy-five miles from Grant's 
Pass, a part of the distance being 
traversed by Only a narrow trail over a 
precipitous summit. A stock company 
has been formed with a capital of $500,000 
for the purchase of the cave, erection of 


hotels and opening up of the region. The 
sum of $7,000 has been subscribed. There 


is said to be some steep difficult climbing 
on the way to the cave, and we fear the 
distance between the figures reported as 
subscribed and the ultimate figures named 
will be found an arduous ascent. The 
effort, however, to connect the cave 
with civilization is a worthy one and the 
company has our best wishes.—Exchange.

THERE Is great injustice in the present 
method of distributing the bank and corpo- 
ration tax when a town like Milton, with 
scarcely a bank or corporation receives 
annually from the State a much larger sum 
than the City of Quincy. The proposed 
bill in the legislature seems one of the 
most equitable that could be devised, to 
distribate annually, on or before Jan, 25 in 
each year, to the several cities and towns 
of the commonwealth in proportion to the 
average daily attendance of scholars upon 
| the public schools of each city and town 
during the next preceding school year, 
instead of to the cities and towns where 
the shareholders reside, 
| The joint committee on education and 
| taxation reported adversely on the bill, but 
the House has shown its good sense in re- 
jecting the report by a vote of 103 to 74, 
|} and the bill is now in the calendar, 

We do not favor the bill because Quincy 
will gain. But the present law creates 
j rich men’s paradises and also the reverse. 
Milton, Brookline, Cohasset and such 
towns gain at the expense of Quincy, Wey- 
;mouth, Brockton and other cities and 
| towns. By the new law 91 cities and 
towns will receive less and about 250 will 
receive more. ‘These figures themselves 
indicate that the division would be more 
equitable, 

Quincey would gain $17,887.84, which 
| would reduce the tax rate $1 per thousand. 
| Weymouth would gain $10,730. Milton 
would lose $32,210.11; Cohasset $17,930.34;

Historical. 


The Dedham Transcript has recently 
published long and able articles about the 
County Court Houses. Last week it gave 
numerous short sketches of lawyers, in the 
County; among the list we find the follow- 
ing, which will be of interest to many of 
our readers: 

George White, of Wellesley, son of Na- 
thaniel and Mebitable (Curtis) White, was 
born in Quincy, Mass., Nov. 9, 1821. He 
fitted for college with Wm. M. Cornell, 
LL. D., and at Exeter Academy. In 1848 
he graduated from Yale College, and in 
1850 from the Harvard Schoo! of Law. 
He studied law in the office of Hon. 
Robert Rantoul, Jr., Boston, and in 1851 
he was admitted to the Suffolk County 
Bar, and became a partner of Mr. Rantoul 
under the firm name of Rantoul & White. 
In 1853 he was a member of the Constitu- 
tional Convention, representing what is 
now the city of Quincy. In 1858 he was 
appointed by Gov. Banks as Judge of 
Probate and Insolvency for Norfolk 
County. He still holds the position, and 
in point of service is the oldest judge in 
the State. 


Paul Rupert Blackmur, son of Horace 
and Bessie Blackmur, was born in Chelsea, 
July 25, 1866, and educated in Quiney’s 
schools and Adams Academy. His father 
died when he was an infant, and when he 
was five years old his mother married the 
| late John L. Eldridge, the well-known 
criminal lawyer of the County. He 
studied law in Mr. Eldridge’s office, and, 
when 18 years of age, entered the Boston 
University School of Law. After gradu- 
ating he had charge of his step-father’s 
office at Quincy for several years. In 
January, 1890, he was admitted to the 
Suffolk County Bar. Dec. 9, 1892, he was 
married to Frances Billings Wood, daugh- 
ter of Wm. A. and Lydia W. Wood of Hyde 
|Park. In 1891 he was the Democratic 
candidate for one of the Commissioners 
of Insolvency for Norfolk County, and in 
1893 his party's candidate for school com- 
mittee man at large for Quincy. Feb. 1 
| 1894, Mayor Hodges appointed him city 
solicitor of Quincy. 


James Humpbrey, a prominent lawyer 
of Norfolk County, was born in Wey- 
mouth, Mass., Jan. 20, 1819. He was 
educated in the public schools of bis 
native town and at Phillips, Andover, 
Academy, graduating in 1839. He then 
taught school for several years. In 1852 
he began the study of the law, and in 1855 
was admitted to the Suffolk County Bar, 
He was a selectman of his native town 
| for 20 years, and during must of that time 
was chairman of the board; he was also 
an assessor and school committee map, 
In 1852 and 1860 he represented Wey- 
mouth in the General Court, and in 1872 
was a senator from the Norfolk-Piymouth 
district. From Jan. 1, 1874, until 
1882, he served as a County 
He was appointed by 
Banks one of the County's trial 
justices, and served 10 years. In Novem- 
ber, 1882, he was appointed by Gov. Long 
jas justice of the District Court of East 
Norfolk, comprising the towns of Ran- 
| dolph, Braintree, Cohasset, Weymouth, 
Holbrook and Milton, and the city of 
|Quincy. He still holds the office and 
| resides in Weymouth.

Weights and Measures. 


Housekeepers who do not have scales 
handy often desire some means of accu- 
rately determining the weights of differ- 
ent materials to be used in the kitchen, 
It is useful for them to know, however, 
that one quart of wheat flour, even with 
the edge of the cap, is almost exactly one 
pound; that a quart of butter is fourteen 
ounces; a quart of white sugar is two 
pounds; that ten medium eggs weigh a 
|}pound; a heaped table-spoonful of salt 
weighs an ounce; eight table-spounfuls 
of any liquid make a gill; four table- 
spoonfuls make a wineglass ; and sixteen 
spconfuls make a tumblerful. The ordi- 
nary tumbler holds generally half a pint. 


Rubber Carpets and Floors, 

In Germany, according to the Maschineu 
Constructeur, india rubber is beginning to 
be used instead of carpets or wood flooring 
in apartments; or, rather, many experi- 
ments are being made in that direction. 
The rubber is employed in the form of 
sheets, which are placed side by side, after 
the floor has received a coating of beton. 
These floors are easily washed, and on this 
account, and also because things can be 
easily rolled on them, they will be used in 
places where heavy objects have to be 
moved.—New York Tribune.

The liquor problem, then, is one of 
great importance to the Christian church. 
Its proper solution will have an important 


bearing upon the progress of the Redeem- | 


er’s kingdom inthe earth. It is a question 
that the church cannot delegate to the 
State or the municipality, or to temperance 
organizations. The province of the church 
is to destroy the works of the devil, and 
this liquor business is one of most potent 
and deadly instruments at his command ; 
destroy this and we open the way for 
grander strides in religious and spiritnal 
things than the world has yel seen. These 
facts make the duty of the church, to put 
forth its best efforts to remove and destroy 
this evil imperative. 

Our Lord never declared that a political 
party, or social, club or temperance organi- 
zation was the salt of the earth, or the light 
of the world; he never declared that the 
gates of hell should not prevail against 
these.

The right way to 
do this is turn it down soas to shut off 
about half the flame, and then blow 
slightly across the top of the chimney, but 
never directly down the chimney, as this 
is unsafe. Lamps should be filled and 
trimmed in the morning and never by 
lamplight; after being filled, if the wicks 
are turned down, it will prevent the over- 
flow of oil on the surface of the lamp. 

Spirits of camphor is another article in 
general use which must used with 
caution. While it is a good remedy for 
outward application, it should be admin- 
istered by persons who are acquainted with 
its powerful effects on the system. When 
taken in too large doses it has been known 
to produce spasms and even death. The 
oil of peppermint is another preparation to 
be used with great caution, as it is a 
powerful stimulant and its capacity for 
harm is very great if taken in large doses. 
Ulceration the 
known to follow the free use of this 
potent drug. It would be far better to 
have every camphor and peppermint bottle 
in the land broken rather than have their 
contents indiscriminately used by persons 
ignorant of their injurious effects. 

These preparations should be purchased 
only from a reliable druggist 
required amount for a dose plainly written 
on a label. If laudanum is kept in the 
house, have it labeled poison, with the 
number of drops to be used for a dose. 
Keep all dangerous medicines out of reach 
of ignorant servants and prying children, 
as an “ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure.”

| Summer Packing. 


There are few things among the house- | 
keepers’ duties that are as imperfectly un- | 
|} derstood and about which so much unnec- 
essary fuss is made as the putting away of 
winter clothing and furs, in order to keep | 
them safely and prevent the ravages of | 
moths. Plans innumerable are devised, and 
chemicals and drugs without limit are rec- 
owmended, and all the while the industri 
ous destroyer goes on, and when autumn | 
comes little is left but perforations to tell 
the story of failure. Very little is required 
in order to insure the success of the packing 
away; this little is, and in most cases, com 
prehended by precautions taken in time, 
and the use of close bags of thick paper. 
Put away early in the season, after a thor- 
ough beating and dusting, furs will ninety- 
nine times out of a hundred come out in 
perfect order; but they must be done be- 
fore the moth season begins, else the pre- 
caution avails but little. 

In case it is necessary to have them about 
jlate in the season, the danger may be re- 
moved by dusting them with very dry salt 
and allowing them to remain a few hours. 
Unless the salt becomes damp, it does 
neither furs nor garments any manner of 
harm, and is one of the most effectual pre- 
servatives. Moths donot like salt, and will 
not work in garments that have been 
sprinkled with it. When perfectly dry itis 
unlikely to produce any injurious effects

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Teachers’ Reception. 


Those in attendance at the ‘‘ Teachers’ 
Reception,” given Thursday evening, in 
Faxon hall, by the Wollaston W. C. T. U., 
obtained a better idea what it is desired to 
accomplish in the way of temperance edu- 
cation than previously existed. The ad- 
dresses were exceedingly interesting and 
all felt repaid for having attended. 

The audience included Supt. Lull, most 
of the principals and teachers of the public 
schools and others. The attendance would 
have been larger but for an error in date 
on some of the invitations. 

Mrs. G, A. Litchfield the president of 
the Wollaston W. C. T. U., presided. 
First on the programme was singing by the 
quartette from the Wollaston Baptist 
church, Mrs, Page and Mrs. King, and 
Messrs. Dickey and Wilde, who also give 
two other selections very acceptably during 
the evening. 

Mrs. Litchfield spoke briefly, saying it 
was now acknowledged that the most 
successful temperance work is among the 
children, Scientific education was only an 
idea a few years ago but now most of the 
States had laws for its teaching, and it was 
brought about largely by one of the leaders 
of the W. C. T. U., whom she would now 
introduce, 

Mrs. Mary H. Hunt who is national 
superintendent of the United States and 
president of the World’s W. C. T. U., nneld 
close attention for nearly an hour. What 
to teach and how to do it was her theme. 
There was a temperance education law in 
39 of the States, all the territories, and in 
foreign countries. Massachusetts was one 
of the earlier States to pass the law, but to 
Vermont belongs the honor of being first 
in 1882. Now only Indiana, Arkansas, 
Tennessee, South Carolina and Georgia 
were the only States without this law. 
Foreizn countries were inquiring about the 
“American educational method”’ for pre- 
venting intemperance. Progress was being 
made but it is only recently that proper 
text books have been published, and the 
teachers are not up in what is required of 
them, 

The saloons must be closed through edu- 
cation. How? By teaching the truth. 
Some claim temperance is a moral question 
but there isno moral question without a 


scientific basis. She did not object to 
teaching the moral side, but teach the 


scientific side. That alcohol was not pro- 
vided by God, but was the result of ma- 
nipulation by man ; that it was a poison 
and injurious to the human system. The 
* goody, goody, preachy, preachy’ lessons 
were not wanted, but the facts. The 
destiny of the republic depends on whether 
we can close the saloons. 

Rev. Dr, Plumb, president of the ad- 
visory board followed, and complimented 
the Quincy schools and teachers on their 
world-wide reputation, He spoke of the 
obstacles overcome and the progress being 
made, We must feel that a great redemp- 
tion is coming. There is hope in this 
movement. His address was enlivened by 
stories and illustrations, 

A reception followed and those present 
had an opportunity to meet the speakers, 
and then passed on to the parlors where 
light refreshments were served and a social 
hour passed. 

Several young ladies from Wollaston 
acted as ushers and later passed the re- 
freshments. The Wollaston W. C. T. U.

Considerable is now being done in all 
grades here, with the exception of the D 
primary, in copnection with the ‘‘ Nature 
Work,” Every graduate of the grammar 
school has a sufficient knowledge of the 
evil effects of narcotics and stimulants to 
prevent any plea of ignorance.

EVERY TIME our only steam firé engine 
goes out of the city, there are heard re- 
monstrants who protest vigorously against 
the practice, and many property holders 
would prohibit it by ordinance. Surely the 
city runs a great risk, as it is a fact that 
one steamer cannot properly protect our 
own city. In these dry times extra pre- 
caution should be taken to guard against a 
conflagration. Such a fire as that in Bos- 
ton Tuesday not only takes our only 
steamer, but also much of our hose, the 
chief engineer, often some of the assistants, 
and mapy of the firemen, The city bas 
been fortunate in the past,and scarcely a fire 
has occurred while Quincy was renderivg 
aid to a neighboring city or town, but what 
would be the situation in case of fire with 
the steamer, bose and firemen out of the 
city ? The property holders pay taxes to be 
protected, and the current expenses of the 
fire department amount to $16,695.50 this 
year, causing a tax of over $1 per $1,000 of 
valuation, To be added to this is the ap- 
propriation for water supply, new engine 
houses, etc. 

It has so happened that Quincy has 
rendered more aid than it has received, 
lt has sent its steamer to Boston several 
times in a few years, and also to Weymouth 
Braintree and Milton. During this time 
our city bas been so remarkably fortunate 
that it is difficult to recall the last time 
when aid was asked of a neighboring town. 
But the time will come. Quincy has not 
the department to cope with much of a fire 
and to positively forbid our steamer to go

It was thought 
that fully nine square miles were burned 
over, and it was the most valuable timber 
land in this part of the State.

Popular sympathy as represented in the 
Legislature still runs against the corpora- 
tions, and the action of the house on the 
amendment to the employers’ liability law 
is good evidence. Opponents of the bill to 
make it easier for injured brakeman to re- 
cover damages had a good case in law. 
is a principle of common law that a plain- 


tiff must prove his case positively, and if a | 


brakeman is injured it is the law now that 
he must prove that he was in the exercise 
of due care when the accident happened. 
But sometimes the brakeman is killed and 
it is impossible for his family to prove that 
he was careful. 
change the law so as toassume that he was 
careful and leave the railroad to prove that 
it was not negligent—if it can. A large 
ajority voted for the bill. 

Another instance of sympathy with the 
people as against the corporations was 
seen in the vote for the bill to allow cities 
and towns to buy lighting plants at a sum 
not greater than the cost of duplicating 
them. Strong objection was made, but the 
house was for the bill by a wide margin. 

The house is evidently going,to stand 
firmly with the senate for the bill to com- 
pel physicians to be registered and thus one 
of the four states of the union Massachu- 
setts, New Hampshire, Maine and Rhode 
Island which now have no law for the 
protection of her people from medical 
quacks will pass over to the side of the 
majority. The opponents of the registra- 
tion bill focused all their energies on a 
bill to punish any fraudulent use of the 
title of M. D., hoping thus to defeat the 
passage of the senate bill, but the house was 
against them bya large vote and so the 
wore stringent bill promises to pass.

The agitation in behalf of the Norwegian | 
liquor license system brought its quick} 
result in the house in the vote of 132 to 39, 
by which the bill was substitated for the 
adverse report of the committee. Friends 
of the bill outside of the legislature who 
have done so much for its passage,—Revs 
John Graham Brooks, a member of the 
Norwegian commission which presented 
the report to the Legislature, William R. 
Lord and David N. Beach, ex-Representa- 
tive Shepard of Danvers, who has been 
late United States Consul at Stockholm, 
and J. G. Thorpe, Jr., of Cambridge,— 
were present during the debate. As one 
of the liquor law committee told the house, 
it was pretty much a jug-handled debate, 
all on one side. Aggressive arguments for 
the bill were advanced by some of the best 
speakers of the house, especially Messrs. 
Meyers of Cambridge and Wellman of 
Malden, while even the chairman of the 
liquor law admitted that he was not strong- 
ly opposed to the bill, and said he should 
not be disappointed to see it substituted. 

It was very evident from the course of 
the debate and the size of the vote that the 
liquor dealers have not yet put in their 
work. The bill now goes to the foot of the 
calendar, and it has two debatable stages 
further in the house before it goes to the 
senate, So there is ample time for the 
opponents of the bill to rally, and it is 
believed that they will make the most of 
their time. These opponents are the two 
wholly diverse elements of the liquor trade 
and the extreme temperance people. The 
former are against the bill because it 
threatens to destroy their lucrative and 
destructive business, while the latter object 
to any form of license and insist that pro- 
hibition is the one course to hold fast to 
through thick and thin. 

By a very large majority the house has 
passed to be engrossed the bill which makes 
nine hours a legal day’s work for employes 
of corporations and manufacturing estab- 
lishments, with the exception of steam and 
street railroads and express companies. 
Efforts were made to kill the bill by load- 
ing it with hostile amendments, but they 
had no real chance of adoption and the 
house was clearly for the general principle 
in the bill, A member charged on the 
floor that many members dodged, presuma- 
bly for fear of the labor vote, but even then 
a large majority favored the bill. 

A strong vote has been given in the 
senate for the bill to prevent stock-water- 
ing by the great quasi-public corporations. 
This might have been done without giving 
as much power as is given to the different 
state commissions. It is the truth, that 
whatever may be our theories of govern- 
ment, the Legislature is constantly extend- 
ing the regulation of business by law and 
the operation of the government upon the 
people in their commercial relations to 
each other. RULE.

Garden 


Moths, 

It is time to look out for these pests, and 
we print these excellent hints from an 
exchange: ‘The destruction of moths is 
one of the greatest vexations which careful 
housekeepers have to contend with, and 
their depredations are not to be remedied 
after they have once madeinroads. Houses 
heated by furnaces are especially predis- 
posed to have motbs, but every house- 
keeper must be on the watch for them, for 
from the time that the windows begin to be 
left open the trouble begins. Heavy car- 
pets sometimes do not require taking up 
every year, unless in constant use. Take 


}out the tacks from these, fold the carpets 


back, wash the floor in strong suds with a 
tablespoonful of borax dissolved in them. 
Dash with insect powder or lay witb 
tobacco leaves along the edge, and tack. 
All moths cap be kept away and eggs de- 
stroyed by this means, Ingrain or other 
carpets, after shaking, are brightened by 
sprinkling a pound of salt over the surface 
and sweeping carefully and thoroughly. 
It is also an excellent plan to wipe off the 
carpet with borax water, using a thick, 


| flannel cloth wrung tightly, taking care not 


to wet it, but only to dampen, Open the 
windows and dry the carpet before replac- 
ing the furniture. Other woolens, includ- 
ing blankets and wearing apparel, must be 
beaten and brush and folded smoothly. Be 
careful to clean every spot with ammonia 
and water, not too strong, and 3 dark 
woolen cloth. Tie pieces of camphor into 
little bundles, and put one in each article. 
Wrap the article in a newspaper, as printer’s 
ink is a great preventive of moths, and sew 
them up in a strong sheeting bags, labelled, 
so that it will not be necessary to open 
them during the summer except for use. 
This is a good way for those who do not 
possess cedar boxes, and the articles need 
have no other care if every spot is treated 
as directed and the garments are not left 
hanging in the closet too long before put- 
ting away for the season.

STRAWBERRY SHorTCAKE. To two 
teacupfals of sour milk add a teaspoonful 
of soda; when dissolved, add one cupfal of 
butter or lard, and enough flour to make a 
soft dough; roll into thin cakes the size of 
the frying pan, dust the pan with flour, 
put in a cake and cook over the fire; 
when the under side is done, turn quickly 
and cook the other, Split the cakes while 
hot and batter well; lay one-half ona 
plate, then a layer of well-sugared straw- 
berries, next the other half of the cake, 
then more strawberries, and so on until 
there are six layers. Serve hot. 


Jounny Cake. Two small cups of 
Indian meal and two of flour well mixed 
with two-thirds of a cup of sugar and one 
teaspoonful of salt. Two teaspoonfals of 
saleratus are dissolved in two large cups 
of buttermilk, or enough to make the 
batter moderately thin. 


GINGERBREAD, Mix together one cup 
of molasses, one tablespoonful of shorten- 
ing, one teaspoonful of salt, two teaspoon- 
fuls of ginger and two small cups of flour. 
Add one cup of boiling water in which is 
dissolved one teaspoonful of sdda. Bake 
in rather a quick oven and serve it warm. 


GINGER SNaps. One cup of sugar, 
one cup of molasses, one of butter, one 
egg, One dessertspoonful of vinegar, one 
dessertspoonful of soda dissolved in a very 
little boiling water, and a dessertspoonful 
of cinnamon with enough flour which has 
been sifted to make a dough hard enough 
to roll out, 


Hints for Washing Dishes. 


One of the most wearisome domestic 
tasks which falls to the housewife doing 
her own work, is the “‘ never ending, still 
beginniog,"’ washing of dishes. It is often 
a real pleasure to prepare a dainty, pala 
table meal ; a well earned satisfaction in 
viewing the work of one’s hands in the 
light, sweet loaves of white or brown 
bread, the roast flesh or fowl, done to a 
turn, the perfect cake, quivering custards, 
etc. But not one of these toothsome 
Viands can be brought to pass without the 
aid of various pans, spoons, cups, ete., all 
to be cleaned for, perhaps, immediate use 
again. They must be washed by hands 
already weary—for moderna invention, fer 
tile as it is, Las not yet, to my knowledge, 
produced an automatic dish-washer 
drier. It is discouraging, and few things 
sooner bring the tired house-keeper’s 
spiri’s down to zero (especially if the 
mercury bas already gone down to that 
poin!), than a kitchen table full of sticky, 
greasy, unwashed dishes, greeting her as 
she rises from breakfast or dinner, and in 
addition to the dishes used upon the family 
table. A very great help is to wash as you 
go. Have your pan witb hot water, and 
cloth handy on the table, and as fast as 


and 


you dish articles from the stove or range, 
wash the cooking vessel. Rinse out frying 
pans, kettles, ete., with very hot water to 
take off the grease. Chain dish-cloths 
readily take off whatever sticks to the sides 
of stew-pans or pots, clam 
shell may answer the same purpose, As 
nearly all cooking utensils are more easily 
washed when warm, washing as you go, 
saves time for the dining room work after 
the meal, besides setting the kitchen sooner 
Keep several thick holders near 
the stove, to save your hands (and towels), 
in lifting hot kettles or pans, Never take 
hold of these with the dish-cloth, as you 
wish to keep that important kitchen appli 
ance entirely free from pot-black and 
grease. By taking some simple precau 
tions, the cooking vessels can be washed 
with almost as much ease as your china 
service. By having your pan and hot 
water ready, you may sit down to break- 
fast or dinner with the sense of relief that 
the “ kitchen things”’ are out of the way

Blue Bill Predictions. 

Observer Clayton, at the Blue Hil) obser- 
vatory, made the following predictions yes- 
terday: 

The coming week promises to be warmer 
with less rain fall than in the past week. 

Showers are most probable on Sunday 
afternoon or night and on Wednesday. 
The remainder of the week promises to be 
fair. 

The coolest day will be on Saturday or 
the following Friday aud the warmest day 
Tuesday. 


THE WIDENING of Ceddington street 
will be expensive, but it seems a necessity 
that should not longer be delayed. It is 
proposed to take all the grain store lot 
which is owned by Mr. N. B. Farnald. 
This is a valuable site with a business well 
established, and the owner will be justified 
in asking a good sum for his property, and 
the occupants for damages if they have a 
lease. But it will be a grand improvement. 
The entrance into Coddington street from 
Washington will not be blind as at pres- 
ent, but more as it should be, We would 
have liked to have seen the lot of the 
Quincy Mutual Fire Insurance company 
taken also and Coddington street made still 
wider than is proposed. There is talk of 
making Sea street a boulevard and if the 
continuation of Coddington street is to be 
100 feet wide, this street which takes the 
additional travel to Mount Wollaston ceme- 
tery, to the Coddington school, the Alms- 
house, and otber streets should be nearly 
as wide. Those entering Coddington street 
from Temple street can do it with safety, 
however, after the proposed widening to 
45 feet. The view around the corner will 
not be obstructed as now, and the car 
track wil! probably be in the centre of the 
street so that it will not be necessary to 
cross the track. It will also be a better- 
ment to all the estates on each side of 
Coddington street particularly the Iosur- 
ance Company's property. 


CoLttecror ADAMS, with balances on 
taxes for six years uncollected, will be re- 
lieved of a burden upon the passage of the 
proposed amendment to the ordinance con- 
cerning the collection of taxes. It provides 
tbat he sbal! surrender immediately to Col- 
lector Brasee, who is already qualified, a 
list of uncollected taxes and assessments, 
and his duties as collector will cease. Col- 
lector Brasee will receive his salary for 
1894-5 for eight months’ work and his 
duties will cease February 1 next, unless 
reappointed, This action will make the 
position of tax collector much more desir- 
able, as heretofore a collector for one year 
was oblige to serve three or four more 
years to collect the tax of one year. It 
made little difference where a collector was 
reappointed each year, but Mr. Adams 
might have been until 1896 or 1897 in 
collecting taxes of 1893 and preceding years, 
but for the contemplated action, and it 
would have been a thankless job, as he has 
already received his salary in fall. 

It would be better, it seems to us, if the 
collector was not sppointed until the first 
day of May for one year; and that he be 
required to collect every dollar assessed, if 
not abated by the asssssors, before the 
close of his year. The same as the 
collectors of Dedham and other towns 
are oblige to do, 

Quincy Is certainly more interested in an 
elevated railway system for Boston than it 
is in a subway or any of the other schemes 
proposed. A little competition will be a 
benefit to our city and our City Council 
should not hesitate to endorse a general 
elevated railway system. With an elevated 
railway between Quincy and Boston does 
anyone believe that there would be no 
train to Boston between 10.57 a, M. and 
12.02 p.M., between 1.26 and 2.55 P, M. 
between 7.06 and 9.05 ep. mw. The last 
mentioned in particular is a long interval. 
Often times people go tc the depot shortly 
after 7.10 and find they cannot go to Bos- 
ton for two hours, On the night of the 
conflagration in Boston many were cut off in 
this way. The electric railway did not come 
to the rescue either as there is no car to 
Neponset between 7 and 8p. Mm. Quincy 
people desirous of attending entertain- 
ments at Wollaston or Atlantic are also 
inconvenienced greatly by existing time- 
tables of both railroads. 

Ir SHOULD not take long to divide Ward 
Four into two precincts, with a map and 
voting list at hand. There is no particu- 
lar reason for an equal division of a ward 
as the precincts in themselves have no 
s*parate representation, With the di- 
vision of a city into wards it is different, 
and it is to this principally that the law 
applies, yet when Quincy was divided two 
wards were much smaller than any of the 
others. Such a division of Ward Four as 
Councilman Shackley suggested, would be 
about right. 


AN ORDER to borrow $1,500 for furni- 
ture for the new High schoolhouse looks 
as if it were very certain that the new 
building would be completed much within 
the appropriation, although the contract 
was thousands of dollars below the appro- 
priation. A question might be raised if 
material changes in the plans can be made 
without action of the City Council. 


Five THousAND dollars more for the 
causeway! This should satisfy Squantum 
people fora while, and it will take some 
time for the property on the peninsula to 
pay that amount in taxes. It seemsa big 
sum to put on this ruad, but it is hoped 
that the job will be done so thoroughly 
that the dollars will not be washed away, 
as have appropriations in the past,

The hauling up of the steamships Car- 
roll and Worcester on Nut island to be 
burned, brings to a close the career of two 
of the best known steamers in the At- 
lantic coast trade, For years these boats— 
whose names and careers were as indis- 
solubly linked as those of Damon and 
Pythias—have plied between Boston and 
the Provinces, 

They were of a peculiar build, more 
after the lines of a tub than those of a 
yacht, but for all that, staunch and sea- 
worthy craft. 

The Carroll and Worcester were built in 
New York city in 1862 and were sister ships 
in the fullest sense of the term, having a 
gross tonnage of 1372 and 1332 tons 
‘spectively. The Carroll had an extreme 
length of 206 feet and the Worcester of 
208 feet. 

They were owned until recently by the 
North Atlantic Steamship company, who 
sold them to the Plant line, the owners of 
the fast steamers Olivette and Halifax. 

They were so unseaworthy when the 
Piants came into possession that they were 
put out of commission and sold to Butler 
& Murphy, the Boston junk dealers, who 
have burped other bulks at Nut island.

Why Neglect Old Citizens ? 


Editors of the Patriot : 


Are the Quincy water works to be ex- 
tended for the benefit of the citizens or to 
benefit real estate schemes, is the question 
that naturally arises when the vote of the 
water commissioners last Thursday night 
is taken into consideration. It was voted, 
as reported in the Leperr, to extend the 
pipes to Montclair, to reach just six houses, 
some of which are not occupied.

There is Adams street, 
Robertson street, and parts of Willard 
street, all these places need water anc 
these extensions will pay a good dividend 
to the city. Copeland street, right in the 
business section of Ward 4, is without 
water.

For the Patriot. 
From the State House. 


Boston, May 23, 1894. 

The house disposed of the resolve for 
Liennia! elections in just forty-five minutes 
Thursday afternoon, and it failed to secure 
the necessary two-thirds vote. There were 
109 yeas to $4 nays and 9 pairs, or 209 
men recorded. The adverse volte was 
one of the largest ever given and included 
44 Republicans, while four Democrats 
voted for it. Mr. Malone of Greenfield 
made the chief speech for the resolve, 
while three Republican members of the 
committee on constitutional amendments 
and among the ablest men in the house— 
Messrs. Abbott of Watertown, Irwin of 
Northampton and Jones of Melrose spoke 
against it. Only one really new point was 
made on either side. It was that, under 
the proposed system, every alternate house 
would be so largely composed of inexperi- 
enced men as to be a source of serious 
danger and sure to give the next session 
much work to correct its mistakes, 

The house has passed to engrossment 
the bill to forbid the exercise of liquor 
licenses within 400 feet of schoolhouses, 
but amended so that the distance shall be 
measured on the street, notin an air line, 
so that no license shall be exercised on 
premises abutting in the rear, and the bill 
shall not apply to hotels with twenty-five 
rooms or over. The senate has nearly 
killed the bill by striking out the provision 
that the 400 feet shall be measured on only 
the same street as the schoolhouse is on. 

Sigos point to a warm contest over the 
rapid transit bill for Boston. An illustra- 
tion of the interest in the matter was seen 
when the proposition was made to have the 
models of the different systems exhibited 
in a room in the State house. It took 
nearly an hour for the house to settle the 
matter, The heariugs by the finance com- 
mittee on the Meigs bill, which was reported 
by the transit committee, have shown the 
masterly tact and skilful training of the 
lawyers. Point by point the case is con- 
tested before the committee and the 
investigation appears to be thorough. The 
importance of the case and the magnitude 
of the contest can be foreseen from these 
preliminaries. 

While the people may assume that the 
legislature is properly open severe 
criticism, as has been so often and so 
justly assumed in the past, yet the latest 
developments require that the people be 
not over hasty. The messengers of the 
house, for instance, complain that they 
have not been worked so hard for years as 
they have this year with late sessions of 
the house and night sessions of committees. 
When accounts are made up, this legisla- 
ture will make a good showing.

Gov. Greenhalge signed on ‘Tuesday the 
bill for the division of the town of Long- 
meadow and the people of the ancient vil- 
lage had an exuberant jubilation on the 
same evening. It was goud politics, as 
well as good judgment, for the governor to 
Most of the members from west- 
ern Massachusetts were in favor of division 
and it is to be assumed that they represent 
the sentiment of the people who are best 
informed regarding the facts. It is singu- 
lar that the old Beverly fight showed itself 
in this matter. William D. Sohier, who 
represented Beverly in the house four years, 


visited Gov. Greenhalge upon the matter. 
It would strengthen the anti-divisionists of 
Beverly if Longmeadow was kept intact, 
but the governor decided wisely that the 
Beverly case should not prejudice the 
people of Longmeadow. It will thus be 
seen that the State, in the case of Long- 
meadow, is carrying out its settled and un- 
doubtedly beneficent policy of dividing 
towns when the villages are so distinct 
and separate that they had better be towns 
by themselves, with the full power to man- 
age their own affairs, There never has 
been any State policy of not dividing towns 
as some have mistakenly declared. 

It was not strange that the senate de- 
feated the bill to make nine hours a legal 
day’s work for employes of corporations 
and manufacturing establishments. No 
sufficient debate occurred on it in the 
house, but the members seemed to be 
afraid to take it up and opposeit. Very 
likely the fact that it was a labor bill pre- 
vented that full discussion which would 
otherwise have occurred. But if the mem- 
bers of the house shirked their duty, it did 
not secure the passage of the bill, The 
senate met the emergency and the bill 
really had no chance there, 

The vote of 21 to 115 against admitting 
the bill of Mr. Bliss of West Spripgtield to 
restore the law for taxing mortgaged real 
estate twice does not fairly represent the 
the support of the house for that measure, 
but it seems certaingpat a clear majurity 
is against restoring the old law. The de- 
bate has not been fruitless, for it has led to 
the open admission by so strong an advo- 
cate of the old law as Mr. Mellen of Wor- 
cester, that that law does impose double 
taxation. 

But since human ingenuity, as he says, 
cannot devise a tax law which does not im- 
pose double taxation, he would tax the 
rich twice, rather than the poor. 
The debate has also shown that the old 
law rests upon what most men will doubt 
less regard as the absurdity that a man 
creates wealth when he draws a note and 
signs it. 

If this admission, or assertion, by Mr. 
Bliss of West Springfield, special champion 
of the old double tax law, does not return 
to plague his friends next year, then his 
opponents are not half as bright as I be- 
lieve them to be. 

It bas been decreed by the caucus of 
republican senators that the bill to estab- 
lish liquor license commissions in cities 
shall be passed, but in an amended form, 
Ly which no commissioner can hold at 
that time, any other municipal office and 
that any commissioner can be removed 
after a public hearing upon charges. It is 
the purpose of the bill to take liquor poli- 
tics out of the boards of aldermen and to 
stop some corruption which has become 
frightful, but there can be no question that 
the liquor interests will now be felt in the 
election of mayor. It would not be 
strange if this agitation helped, in the 
long run, the passage of-the Norwegian 
system bill. RULE. 

QvuEEN Vicrorta. The Queen was 75 
years old on Thursday last. When but 18 
years she was made Queen, by the death of 
William LV. She continues to be an early 
riser, and gets through a great deal of busi- 
ness before most people are astir. Her 
ladies in waiting have to be on the alert, 
for their royal mistress tolerates no imper- 
fect service and does not love to have stupid 
people about her, Yet, thongh exacting at 
times, she is the kindest woman in the 
world to those who are faithful and dili- 
gent, and never forgets or neglects an old 
friend. 

Every detail of public affairs still passes 
through her hands, although much of the 
hard work is done by the Prince of Wales.

The famous document entitled ** Ameri-

LOAMI THE VOLUNTEER. 


“ Now the starry flag they fought for 
Floats entwined with olive branch 
From the proudest eastern city 

To the wildest western ranch.” 

Something fluttered among the trees 
and weeds, We drove nearer and saw that 
it was the United States flag. A bunch of 
lilacs tied with red yarn lay near the faded 
fluttering flag. Both had been placed on a 
nameless grave. 

For another half hour we drove through 
these unfrequented woods. Then we came 
toa cleared patch of ground. Shrinking 
back from the roadside stood a small black 
house with a low forehead above two 
crooked glass eyes. The door looked like 
along flat characterless nose, The thin 
strip of board warped at one end might 
have been the up-twisted mouth of this 
painfully ugly monster. A scrubby lilac 
bush stood just around the corner of the 
house. It had spread its long arms across 
one crooked window as if in haste to hide 
its ugliness. 

lean cow was meditatively scratching 
her neck on the top rail of the fence 
while she gazed hungrily across it at the 
green leaves of the lilac bush.

As she told us in her slow way of a road 
she ‘‘ lowed would fetch us yonder in no 
time’ she was taking out her back-comb 
and twisting up her back hair afresh.

Then his breath kind o’ ketched an’ he 
looked up queer lik smilin’ an’ tried ter 
pint up at the flag the hed me fix up on 
the wall, Ina few minuteshe whispered 
slow like: ‘ Marchin’ — orders—hez— 
kum—Betsey,’ an’ he didn’t say no 
more."” 

No sound broke 
faithful 
on: 

“So when Memorable day kums round 
I jest put sum laylocks an’ the ole flag on 
Loami’s grave out there ter please him, 
He g’v his life fer the flag an’ he wuz proud 
he dun it. I'd like awful well ter git uh 
hed stun so as his kumrades could see 
where Loami is layin’.’’ 

A year later, and the next day after 
‘* Memorial day comes round,’’ business 
took me to Teazle Hill station, While 
waiting for the train, | picked up a stale 
copy of the Teazle Hill Record lying on 
the floor. Glancing down the column 
headed Memorial day I came to this 
paragraph: ‘‘On the morning of Decora- 
tion at 8 30 o’clock the officers of Wilde 
Post No. 26, G. A. R., accompanied by 
the post guards, came in stages to Teazle 
Hill and decorated for the first time the 
graves of old soldiers who lie buried in this 
vicinity.

placed a floral wreath upon the grave of a 
comrade. This was followed by three 
volleys fired over the grave by the post 
guard.”” 

I wondered if Volunter Loami’s grave 
was remembered by his comrades, On my 
way back, I stopped at the little bleak black 
house and knocked again and again.

REGIMENT INDIANA VOLUNTEERS, 
The writing at the bottom was thus: 
“HE GIV HIS LIFE FER THE FLAG 
AN HE WUZ PROUD HE DUN It. 

BETSY, HIS WIFE.”

Nantasket 25 Years Ago, 


A gentleman doing business at Nantasket 
for the past twenty-five summers, has 
something to say to a correspendent relative 
to the progress made at this popular re- 
sort during that period. 

He said that away back in 1868 there was 
not a hotel on the beach between Atlantic 
hill and Point Allerton. The old ‘* White 
Head House”? was the only public house 
in the vicinity, and that was over back of 
the hill at White Head. 

Point Allerton hill, Waveland, Bayside 
and Kenberma, where now there are many 
cottages, were then devoid of homes except 
that of Capt. John Hayden. 

On Atlantic bill there was but one build- 
ing, the original Atlantic House, and this 
was a small two story house. 

The fine cottages now dotting the hillside 
had not been commenced or even thought 
of. 

The Rockland House, a smal! and un- 
pretending affair, occupied the site now 
covered by the present vast structure bear- 
ing the same name, but the cottages in the 
vicinity were not there, 

On Centre hill there was but one build- 
ing, the Centre House, looking just as it 
does at the present day. 

Along Atlantic avenue, on Crescent 
beach and Green hill, the cottages could 
be easily counted. 

The road leading to Hull village had not 
been built, and the ancient village was 
inbabived principally by fishermen and 
their families. 

The inbabitants who had occasion to 
visit Nantasket or Hingham made use of 
the beach at low tide as a highway. 

Visitors were few and were composed 
mostly of people from the surrounding 
towns, who came down in carriages, dug 
their own clams and caught their own 
fish, which, with appetites sharpened by 
the exercise and bracing air, tasted sweeter 
than a dinner at Young's or Parker's. 

The vast plains extending from Atlan- 
tic rocks to Point Allerton were given 
over to the sportsmen, where peeps, yellow 
legs and plover, overflowing their game 
bags, were the reward of the sportsmen’s 
powder and shot. 

Since then the rapid progress made at 
Nantasket has been truly wonderful, 
until now the place possesses all the ad- 
vantages of a popular and opulent summer 
resort. Five large steamers of the Nan- 
tasket Steamboat Co., making hourly trips 
between Boston and the beach, and the 
facilities afforded by the new line about to 
be built between Quincy and here, hotels 
of all classes and capacities, electric cars 
and electric lights, and a steam railway 
from Pemberton to Old Colony House 
station, affording continuous railway 
passage between Hull and the outer world 
is what the present generation enjoys. 
During the period from 1868 to the present 
day the progress has been steady and per- 
manent. Although like everything else, 
business here has had its ups and downs, 
on the whole the progress of events has 
been marked with much prosperity. There 
have been many changes during that 
time, and none perhaps which have been 
more frequent than in the proprietorship 
of the hotels. 


To Clean Cooking Vessels, 


Sometimes the most careful washing will 
not wholly remove the flavor or odor of 
food from the utensil in which it was 
cooked. This is frequently the case with 
fish, onions, cabbage, etc., but there is a 
remedy, which may be a little trouble and 
yet is well worth trying. 

After any of these articles have been 
cooked, wash the utensil carefully with 
soap and water. Now nearly fill it with 
cold water, and for each quart of water 
add about a table-spoonful of dissolved 
washing-soda. Place on the fire and let 
the water get boiling hot. Now turn this 
water into the sink. Rinse the utensil 
with clean warm water and on wiping it 
dry, it will be found perfectly sweet.

The Smatlest Motor. 


Mr. Herbert Page, an assistant in the 
physical laboratory in the Central High 
School, has constructed an electric motor 


which is probably the smallest in the 
world. It weighs but one-third of an 


ounce. It is of the drum armature type 
and is complete in all the parts. The 
armature is but three-siateenths of an 
inch in diameter, and the motor is only 
half an inch high. The machine runs at 
the velocity of 5,000 revolutions a min- 
ute. It requires a current of one-fourth 
of an ampere, with a pressure of three 
volts. The motor would make an appro- 
priate watch charm.—Kansas City Times.

tain foreign stamp, in order that it might 
be sold as a great rarity, But the law 
against obtaining money on false pretences 
bas been applied to the suppression 
that sort of swindle. 

As high as $1,000 has been paid for a 
single postage stamp, ‘The greatest collec- 
tion in the world is owned by the multi- 
millionaire, Ferrary, and is worth $500,000 
—that is to say it would bring that amount 
at auction, The collection of Baron 
Rothschild has been appraised at $200,000. 
These and one other in possession of an 
English millionaire named Tapeling are

the three great collections of the world. 
It cannot be said that the money spent in 
this way is unproductive, inasmuch 
stamps are continually increasing in value. 
Rare stamps have doubled in value in the 
last eight years. There are at 
about 1,000 stamp merchants in the United 
States, doing business on a capital of all 
the way from $100 to $100,000, 

The Russian postage stamps are the most 
beautiful in the world, being printed in 
water colors that will wash. The 
stampof Victoria for £10 sterling is the 
highest denomination employed for postal

service, It is used to carry gold dust. 
Some of the Australian stamps have 
round holes punched through them. This 


means that the letters they were attached 
to were mailed by convicts. Heligoland is 
the only country that prints the denomina 
tions on its stamps in two languages 
English and German, Cashmere prints its 
stamps in water colors from ivory.— Hush 
ington Star, 


Brooklyn Bridge. 


As you stand in the exact middle of 
Brooklyn bridge you will observe where 
the compensation is made for the ex 
pansion and contraction by heat and cold, 
says a writer in the Independent. Tie 
bridge, resting on four cables, is divided 
into two parts in the middle, and one end 
is arranged to slide over the other, You 
can put your hand on the railing and 
measure by the rubbing of the parts how 
far they have pulled back in winter or 
have overlapped in summer. If you watch 
from cool morning till midday you can see 
just how much the bridge has expanded in 
six hours. 

But does the bridge which thus feels 
heat and cold also feel at all the strain of 
the weights that pass over it? Let us look 
and see. We stand again in the middle of 
the bridge and watch as a train of cars 
passes by. We notice, where we looked 
before to see one end slide over the other, 
that foot passengers do not seem to affect 
it in the least. When a heavy team passes 
by there is no observable movement. The 
bridge does not seem to have noticed it at 
all. But here comes a train of cars cross- 
ing the bridge. As it comes near we 
observe that the railing overlaps, the ends 
begin to move apart. They separate for 
an inch. Then as the train passes they 
come together again, and in a moment 
tbey are in their normal position. The 
bridge has noticed that the train was pass- 
ing. Itdid not break ; it-felt no pairful 
strain; but it noticed and felt and 
acknowledged and registered the pressure 
which vainly attempted to break the 
cables.

Monument to Hancock. 


The Sons of Revolution have, under con- 
sideration, a monument to John Hancock. 
Many prominent men endorse the move- 
ment. Senator Hoar writes: 

“| think the first thing which is desira- 
ble as a proper memorial of the public 
services of John Hancock is a discrim- 
inating and faithful biography. Such a 
life has never been written, although I 
suppose there is abundant material for it. 

“Next, I think a monument, at some 
proper place, supporting a statue of Han- 
cock, the more appropriate memorial. 
This may be erected close by his birtkplace 
within the limits of old Braintree, now 
Quincy, or on the Common, which he 
formerly owned, near his dwelling place. 
Such a memorial would not add much to 
his fame. The fact that he was exempted 
with Sam Adams from the proclamation 
of amnesty by the royal Goy. Gage, and his 
bold signature attached to the Declaration 
of Independence, as president of the Con- 
tinental Congress, and his spirited expres- 
sion of his willingness that Boston should 
be burued, if needful, for the cause of 
liberty, although his great wealth should 
perish with it, render him a striking and 
picturesque personage in our early history 
and keep him fresh in the public heart, 
But such monuments are great educators 
in patriotism of the youth of the country. 
The monuments of Paris have done more 
to excite the passion for glory of the 
French youth than all the eloquent words 
that were ever spoken by orators. 

“John Hancock, unquestionably, had 
great faults. Many good and patriotic men 
of his own time, and of other generations 
since, have thought those faults un- 
pardonable and not atoned for by his 
patriotic services. I do not myself think 
they are right. I think the popular in- 
stinct of the people of Massachusetts has 
always been sound and sure in its estimate 
of the characters with whom they have 
been familiar. I believe that with all his 
faults, and remembering] all, Hancock 
will not suffer from a true portraiture. 
There is a beautiful statue of him, as you 
know, in the Capitol at Washington, near 
the west door of the Senate chamber, I 
believe it is by Horatio Stone. It stands 
on a granite block which was brought from 
the farm of his grandfather in Lexington, 
and bears the inscription: “‘He wrote his 
name where all nations should behold it 
and all time should not efface it.”” 


Thomas Adams’ Property. 


One-third of the rest and residue of the 
property of the late Thomas Adams of 
Roxbury, was left to Mrs. Anna A. Nye, 
his niece, late of New York and formerly 
of Quincy, she to have the income during 
her life, when it was to be divided among 
her children. At the time of Mr, Adams’ 
death, Mrs. Nye had four children, and at 
Mrs. Nye’s death but three were living, 
and a question arose as to whether the 
$40,000 should be divided among the 
three living, or that a fourth part should 
be given to the husband of the deceased 
daughter.

20 Thousand_from Snake Bites. 


Altogether about twenty thousand per- 
sons die each year in India from the bites 
of various snakes, and it is no exaggeration 
to say that some sixty of Queen Victoria's 
subjects, who were alive and well yester- 
day, are today being burnt or buried out 
here as a sequel to these accidents. The 
same will happen tomorrow and the next 
day; and at least one death from similar 
causes may be expected to occur every half 
hour. Mortality of tbis magnitude is a 
terrible thing, though the fact mnst be re- 
membered that it is distributed among a 
population four times as large as that of | 
the United States, and thus passes toa/| 
great extent unnoticed. 

The casualities are confined almost en- 
| tirely to the poorer ang more ignorant 
natives, who habitually go about with bare 
feet. For, although creatures like the 
bamadryas and the echis are occasionally 
spoiling for a fight, as a general rulea 
snake is no more anxious to be trodden 
upon than a man is to tread upon it. 

The consequence is that people who wear 
boots are hardly ever bitten. This is not 
so much because of the protection of the 
leather as on account of the noise made by 
a boot upon the ground, which warns the 
snake to get out of the way. The ordi- 
nary native iv bare feet makes hardly any 
sound whatever as he walks along, and is 
consequently very liable to surprise a snake 
Jin the path. The white man, on the other 
| hand, in a good pair of creaky boots, is so 
| safe that it is most exceptional to hear of 
| an accident where he is concerned.

Memorial Sunday. 


As has been the custom in years past, the 
Grand Army, Sons of Veterans and 
Woman's Relief Corps attended divine wor- 
ship Sunday morning. The services this 
year being at the Washington Street Con- 
gregational church. 

The decorations on the interior were 
simple and appropriate. Suspended over 
the pulpit was the National flag and at the 
left of the desk was a large cluster of 
flowers, 

Rey. W. Sherman Thompson occupied 
the pulpitand after the opening services 
preached a powerful sermon taking for his 
text the 25th chapter of Leviticus, part of 
the 10th verse: ‘* Proclaim liberty through- 
out all the land unto all the inhabitants 
thereof ; it shall be a jubilee unto you.” 

In part, the speaker said, the deeds of 
leaders of the past are such facts as will 
emba!m them in the memory of every age. 
Carnage has precluded the minds of 
some that war was not justifiable. The 
speaker repuliated that idea. The war of 
the rebellion can be vindicated. While the 
conflict that rendered it necessary merits 
only condemnation, if there was ever a 
war of justice it was the war of the 
rebellion,as liberty of personal freedom was 
the principal of this war. God intended 
this pation to be the Messiah of this 
world. The blood which flowed through 
our fathers’ veins was progressive and 
democratic. It required 150 years to 
establish these principles on this con- 
tinent and immediately after the declara- 
tion of these principles came the war of the 
revolution, 

With the display at Fort Sumter came 


these words: Shall our Union fall? The 
dissolution of that Union would have re- 
sulted in the surrender of liberty. The 


answer came: The federal Union must 
and shall be preserved. The glorious vic- 
tory that God enabled them to achieve bas 
benefited the whole world. The civil war 
not only brought liberty but glory to the 
American nation and furthered 
principle. The most positive proof of 
God's will to free the slave was the rising 
up of Abraham Lincoln. Coming nations 
will embalm him deeply in their memory. 
By the proclamation of 1864 four miliions 
were brought into a brighter light, Count 
not the cost of the negro’s redemption, for 
it is a monument of the American republic. 
If American character bas always been 
great, nowhere did it show its colors more 
than in the late war. Never did nation or 
soldier display more loyalty than did the 
soldier of the rebellion. Many a torn and 
mutilated soldier, with no one to smooth 
his stony pillow, had died smiling to lay 
his soul duwn for his country. While our 
soldiers lie in almost every cemetery and 
many in unmarked graves, we rejoice that 
a remnant remains to teach us loyalty. 
The speaker then paid a glowing tribute 
to the Woman’s Relief corps, whom he be-

lieved coming ages will rise up to bless, 
and to the Sons of Veterans who will stand 
by the republic. 

The speaker regarded the troops with 
equal praise as the leaders. This nation 
owes them a tribute of gratitude and if as 
private citizens we cannot raise them to 
power and riches, we can give them our 
praise. 

With all the foreign nobility and emi- 
grants landing on our shores, labor troubles, 
ete.,he was convinced the greatest danger to 
our country was religious prococity. Chris- 
tianity is the vital spots and no one ever 
realized these facts better than the framers 
of the constitution. Our prosperity has 
been due to these principles. Veterans 
and Sons of Veterans, if you would best 
honor the nation, see to it that you are 
planted on christian principles.

ORATION IN THE EVENING. 

Sunday evening a fair-sized audience at- 
tended Hancock ball where the oration 
was delivered by W. W. Marple.

W. Virgin. 

The orator of the evening was then in- 
troduced by Commander Holt. 

Col. Marple’s address or rather oration 
was without doubt a good one and was in- 
teresting. He however followed his notes 
closely and spoke in so low a tone of voice 
that those who were unfortunate enough to 
be seated half way down the hall were only 
able to disiinguish a few words now and 
then. 

The speaker pointed out the 
causes of the war dating back to the land 
ing of the pilgrims in the Mayflower at 
Plymouth. 

From this vessel there landed two dis- 
tinct organizations, one for purity and 
freedom and the other for slavery. ‘The 
question of slavery caused more trouble 
than anythingelse. It corrupted manhood 
gnd was at war with every principle of 
justice. 

Atthe firing on Fort Sumpter slavery 
grappled with freedom, and freedom won, 

The speaker then gave the number of 
men engaged in the war on both sides, the 
number of battles and the losses at several 
of the principal battles. Of those that died 
37,000 died in rebel prisons, 

The war was the people's war from the

first, and they seliom complained and 
never lost courage. The safety of the 


government in war and peace rests with 
the loyalty of the people. 

The speaker in closing also brietly re- 
ferred to Memorial day and the lessons it 
taught.

At Law Nine Years, 


Mienaine years’ fighting in the courts, 
the suit of Luther Lineoln against his 
brothers, Annis A. and D. B. Lincoln, 
was dismissed Thursday in the Suffolk 
Superior court, by Judge Aldrich. It was 
brought in 1885 by Luther Lincoln, who 
asked for a dissolution of. a copartnership 
between himself and the defendants, made 
in 1870, and carried on under the style of 
the Norton Furnace Co. at Norton, Mass., 
until 1873, when the foundry was destroyed 
by fire. The case was sent to Judge Bragg 
as a master, who found that after the fire 
the firm was insolvent and that its largest 
creditor was Staples & Phillips, who held 
a mortgage upon the real and personal 
property for $33,000 though the whole 
insurance was but $12,500.. This ereditor 
received the insurance money, took the 
real estate at a value of $2000 and the 
ruins at the fire at the same sum, and ap- 
plied it to their debt, which left a balance 
due them, of $16,500. Upon this balance 
they received 10 per cent. with the other 
creditors in satisfaction of all indebted- 
ness. 

There was no formal dissolution of the 
copartnership. Annis went with Staples 
& Phillips to Wollaston in a short time 
thereafter and organized the Wollaston 
foundry, and in a few years bought out the 
interest which the latter had in the con- 
cern, He gave employment to the plain- 
tiff and D. B. Lincoln, the defendant, and 
about ten years ago Luther claimed a share 
in this company, alleging that some sur- 
plus money and property left after paying 
off the compromised indebtedness of the 
Norton company remained in the hands of 
his two brothers, and was by them con- 
tributed to the formation of the Wollaston 
concern. 

The master finds that no part of the 
property pf the old firm was contributed to 
the capital stock of the new corporation. 
It was also found that Luther was guilty of 
laches in allowing so long’a time to elapse 
before bringing his bill in equity.

The eyes of all civilized nations were 
turned June 6 upon the institution of most 
marvelous growth of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, the institution known as the Young 
Men's Christian Association. 

Just fifty years ago the first Associa- 
tion was organized in a little room in 
connection with the drapery firm of Hitch- 
cock and Company, St. Paul’s church-yard, 
London. The organization was composed 
chiefly of the employes of that establish- 
ment. The founder was George Williams, 
a junior clerk, a young man who hada 
short time before come from Bridgewater. 
He was a young man of earnest Christian 
character, a member of the church of 
England. The majority of his compan- 
ions were irreligious and profligate and it 
was for the purpose of helping them that 
the first society was formed. It was dis- 
tinctively a religious work and the object 
was stated to be “to improve the spiritual 
condition of young men engaged in the 
drapery and other trades."’ 

The past fifty years have been years of 
experiments, many mistakes have been 
made, but now that the principles are 
settled, the possibilities of the next half 
century are beyond conception. One of 
the first advancements to be made will be 
to reach more largely the young men em- 
ployed in the trades, who compose ninety 
per cent, of the young mep of the country. 
This work has already been commenced in 
some places by the introduction of indus- 
trial educational classes. Perhaps a few 
words about the local work would not be 
out of place, 

Just three years ago the question of the 
organization was first agitated. In the 
Fall of 91 two rooms were secured in the 
Adams building for a reading and game 
rooms and a room in French’s building for 
a gymnasium, Mr. S. H. Galbraith was 
called to the secretaryship. On the erec- 
tion of the Quincy & Boston Street Rail- 
way building a suite of seven rooms were 
secured and fitted up with every conven- 
ience, and consists of a public reading 
room, a parlor, game room, a small lecture 
hall, a well equipped gymnasium and bath 
roow, including tub, shower and sponge 
baths, Seven gymnasium classes are sus- 
tained. During the winter, a young men’s 
congress has attracted many young men. 
Frequent entertainments, receptions and 
talks are given. The membership now 
numbers 300. 

Mr. Edward Hewitson, the first presi- 
dent, died in September, 1892, and he was 
succeeded by Mr. Henry Wason. 
C. Colton succeeded Mr. Galbraith as sec- 
retary about the same time. 

Wednesday evening the Association com- 
memorated the founding of the parent or- 
ganization by a prayer and praise service 
in the Association rooms, followed by a 
social hour and refreshments, All young 
men were welcomed. 

It is proposed to make Friday, the 15th, 
a‘ Red Letter Day” for the local work, 
and Sunday, the 17th, will be observed as 
Association Day in some of the churches. 
The object will be to raise enough money 
to close the Association year clear of debt. 
If this is done it will be possible to plan a 
much broader work for next year.

A sad accident occurred at the residence 
of Charles H. Brooks on Adams street, 
on Wednesday, which resulted on Thurs- 
day in the death of a most estimable lady, 
Mrs. Maria H. Hall, mother of Mrs. 
Brooks. 

Mrs. Hall and her husband, Capt. 
Stephen Hall, a sea captain, were living 
with their daughter. Wednesday, Mrs. 
Hall in coming down stairs accidentally fel 
causing a compound fracture of the hip 
and face. A physician was summoned but 
her injuries were of such a nature that she 
could not rally and this morning passed 
away. 

Mrs. Hall was 62 years of age and leaves 
a husband and two daughters. Mrs.

Bequest to Our Hospital. 


There was filed at Dedham, Tuesday, 
the willof Mrs. Jeanne Philomine Amory, 
which makes a bequest to our City Hos- 
pital. Several other public bequests were 
made, the date of the will being September 
20, 1886. 

On the death of the testatrix’s husband, 
William Amory, Jr, she gives her estate 
in Braintree, known as “‘Seven Oaks,’’ to 
Francis I. Amory, Sigourney Butler and 
one other chosen by them in trust asa tem- 
porary home for poor women and their 
young children and for invalid women, 
both young and old, the said home to be 
under the supervision and control of the 
Sisters of St. Margaret, a Protestant, 
Episcopal! charitable and religious society 
in Boston, and to be conducted by them 
in accordance with the broadest principles 
of Christian charity, the poor, the sick and 
the weary of any Christian denomination 
finding a temporary resting place there, it 
being my express desire that no beneficiary 
or applicant shall be preferred to anuther 
because of her religious belief, and, fur- 
thermore, that, although this is to be a 
home essentially for females, yet young 
boys shall not be preluded from coming 
with their mothers.” 

In the event of the death of her husband 
before her, the testatrix also bequeathes 
all the rest of her real property for the 
benefit of the above-named temporary 
home, and further, if she survived her 
husband, after paying certain legacies, all 
the rest and residue of her persona! proper- 
ty will also go for the benefit of the said 
home. 

The testatrix suggests in her will that 
the home be called ‘* St. Margaret’s,’’ and 
she says she wishes the sisters to occupy it 
asa home, school or hospital, but chietly 
as a summer home, ‘so as to offer to the 
mothers and young children of the de- 
serving poor a few weeks’ respite from their 
cares, and an opportunity to enjoy the 
bathing and fresh airof the country and 
derive benefit therefrom; to young girls a 
temporary home, and, if possible, in- 
struction in their several vocations; to con- 
valescents from the hospitals and 
where, rest before resuming their regular 
occupations; to invalids, care and nursing, 
which in their poor homes they cannot 
have; to teachers, working women and 
nurses for the sick, rest and change from 
their vocations; to all an opportunity to see 
aod appreciate the self-sacrificing lives of 
the sisters, so that each may adopt a 
higher standard of right and duty.”

The Servant Girl Problem. 


The servant girl problem, like the poor, 
may be depended upon to remain with us 
|aiways. Recognizing this, some philan- 
|thropie ladies of Washington, of whom 
| Mrs. Logan is the most prominent, have 
| formed an * industrial association’’ for the 
| purpose of training colored girls for ser- 
vants, They propose to give to such girls, 


to six mopths’ tuition, and hope to send 


j tle knowledge of the trade they are to fol- 
|low. Similar experiments, it seems, have 
been conducted in Norfolk and New Or- 
leans, aud it is thought that the same 
thing can be tried in Washingtun by the 
expenditure of about $3,000, About seven- 
ty-five ladies have joined together to 
carry on the work, 

Such a scheme is to be commended. It 
is certain that the girls who now go out to 
domestic service are not as useful as they 
might be to themselves, to households or to 
the world. They frequently go out almost 
without discipline and consequently with- 
out the knowledge and training that can 
come from discipline only. The help they 
need is the knowledge that will enable 
them vo help themselves. 

The idea thus to be developed might 
with propriety find imitation in all our 


large cities as applied to that great mass of 
foreign born persons who come to us every 
year and who must in some way be assimi- 
lated and made useful. The intelligent 
adoption of such a plan might do much to 
teach these people that they have new du- 
ties ina new land, and that in order to 
perform them efficiently and profitably to 
themselves, they must learn how to do 
them properly.

STRAWBERRY Jam. Take equal weight 
of the fruit and granulated sugar, mass | 
them well together, put it into a pre-| 
serving kettle and boil it rather more than 
half an hour; while it is warm put it in 
jars, and when cold seal down.

East Weymouth’s Day. 


It is not always that the expected 
bappens. Saturday however, was one of 
the days when the expected did happen. 
Everybody expected that East Weymouth 
would paint the village a bright red, and 
they did. It was a holiday in every sense 
of the word, business being for the time 
practically at astandstill, everybody leaving 
work and congregating on the street 
corners ** to see the ears go by.”’ 

The car bringing the band from North 
Weymouth arrived about 3} o'clock, just as 
the beys selling the souvenir edition of the 
LkeDGER Were getting on the street, and 
for a time the boys were kept busy. Money

It was about 33.530 when the procession of 
five cars started on its trip to East Wey- 
mouth, ‘The first car was that of the 
officers of the company and invited guests 
and was in charge of Frank Pray as motor 
man and Charles Dunbar as conductor, 

On the front seat was Dan McLane, 
dressed in his Sunday clothes, his eagle 
eye keeping a sharp lookout ahead. Dan 
is the railway’s faithful electrician and he 
has had charge of the electrical part of the 
new line, and as he watched the progress 
of the tripa serene smile stole over his 
sunburnt face which made it look as 
though some one had given him a gold 
dollar. 

In the first car were the president, super- 
intendent, treasurer and other officials of 
the road, and the invited guests. 

In the second car were the Weymouth 
Rifles in charge of Capt F. D. Thayer and 
W. C. Earle. 

In the third car was the Weymouth band, 
and in the other two anybody that wanted 
to go. 

When the start was made the Wey- 
mouth Rifles commenced to get in their 
work and for a few moments all that could 
be heard was the sharp crack, crack of the 
guns which kept drivers of horses busy. 

The firing of guns was kept up the 
whole trip which was uneventful, outside 
of one car blowing out a fuse and one of 
the gunners blowing a hole through the 
roof of their car. 

After leaving Weymouth Heights the 
decorations commenced, and few were the 
houses along the road that did not have 
something in this line, 

When Weymouth Centre was reached 
the band left the cars and marched down 
Broad street ahead of the cars a squad of 
Weymouth's neatly uniformed police lead- 
ing the way. 

Then it was that the bells on the engine 
house and churches commenced to ring 
and the steam whistle on Dizer’s factory to 
send out its blast of welcome, all of which 
coupled with the music of the band and the 
noise of the rifles made it well nigh 
deafening. 

Arriving at the house of Z. L. Bicknell 
Hose Company and Eureka Hook «& 
Ladder Company, a halt was made and the 
fire laddies brought forth quantities of ice 
coo! lemonade which soun disappeared. 

The trip was then resumed and as we 
looked ahead Jackson Square was black 
with humanity, meo, women and children, 
all waiting in anxious expectation for the 
arrival of the electrics, But Commercial 
Sqnare was soon reached and the advent 
of the electrics into East Weymouth passed 
into history. 

Supt. Weeks then gave a large number of 
children a free ride a short distance, and 
the band gave a concert in the Square.

The banquet in the evening at the Odd 
Fellows’ Opera House was the principal 
event of the day’s celebration. At 6 o'clock 
about two hundred and twenty five of the 
citizens and invited guests sat down to a 
sumptuous repast, provided by the veteran 
caterer, Harvey Blunt of Boston.

Daniel Evans of the Congregational 
ebureb, and after the good things were 
well partaken of, the assemblage was 
ealled to order by the genial Douglass M. 
Easton, Esq., who acted as chairman for 
the evening.

Hang a Hammock. 


Now that the time for using the ham- 
mock out-of-doors is near at hand, the 
following old rule for its proper adjustment 
will bear reprinting. 

The bead end should be six and one-quar- 
ter feet from the ground, and the foot end 
three and three-quarter feet—a curve which 
secures to the occupant the greatest ease of 
position, Next, the rope which fastens the 
head end should be less than twelve inches 
long, while that which attaches the foot 
should be four and a half feet. 
of this arrangement is to give the lower part 
of the body freedom in swinging, while the | 
head remains almost stationary. 

Ropes with metal catches are now for sale 
which make the labor of hanging a bham- 
mock very slight; and where trees are used 
as supports they should be well protected 
with heavy canvas or cloth, as the friction 
is sure to cause injury to the bark in time. 

Pare white hammocks, made of bleached 
cord, are now trimmed with wide ruffles of 
the webbing, which are often decorated 
with Russian cross stitch, and interlaced 
ribbons to match, A dainty affair of this 
sort could fill most attractively a corner in 
a drawing-room, and it may be suspended 
by brass chains, and have brass bars to 
spread it at head and foot, all of which 
serve to make it correspond more perfectly 
with the surroundings. 

In summer a hammock could well replace | 
a sofa in any room where there is sufficient | 
space, and as it can be hooked back against 
the wall when not in use, it will not be 
found troublesome. 

Many invalids prefer one in winter as 
well, finding it more restful, and with 
plenty of pillows and a fur rug or two it 
may be made as warm and comfortable as 
necessary.— Harper's Bazar.

ATLANTIC TAXPAYERS. 


The Granite Business, 
James McAdam of Pleasant street is a 
wnodel secretary for the Quincy branch of 
the Granite Cutters’ Union, and his letters 
in the monthly Journal are always of 
interest, as they discuss subject iotelli- 
geatly. Inthe June issue he says: 

“Tt has frequently been said—io fact, 
it has become a hackneyed proverb—that 
competition is the life of trade. As far as 
the granite business here is concerned, I 
am afraid competition is more likely to be 
the cause of its death, or at any rate of its 
grievous injury. About a decade since 
there were not many more than half the 
number of firms doing business that there 
are at the present time, and business was 
comparatively ina mach more prosperous 
condition, At that time the greater part 
of the business was done by long-estab- 
lished firms, which had both capital and 
credit, and received good prices for their 
work. Now, competition has lowered the 
prices until it is only in exceptional cases 
that a reasonable profit can be secured 
upon a contract. Of course the greater 
proportion of the small firms are the 
product of those wretched strikes and 
lockouts with which Quincy has been 
cursed at varjous times these past years. 
But still this does not alter the fact that 
so much sharp competition has injared the 
grapvite trade here toa very large extent. 

“*T am far from saying that there is any 
valid reason why a workingman should 
not go into business for himself, provid- 
ing he has the necessary capital and 
ability, but there should be some uni- 
form rate of percentage on contracts 
recognized among manufacturers, so as 
to prevent crooked work upon the part 
of the less scrupulous of their namber, 
I cannot leave this subject without men- 
tioning a characteristic trait of work- 
ingmen who have recently become em- 
ployers of labor. The opinions they form- 
erly held on all economic subjects have en- 
tirely changed; their code of morality has 
become very elastic; and, generally speak- 
ing, there isa ludicrous inconsistency in 
the conduct of the newly-fiédged * boss.’ 
However, I suppose, these thivgs must 
needs be. There is an eternal unwritten 
law which says that mano shal! look to his 
own interest first in whatever circum- 
stance he may be placed; no matter whose 
rights he interferes with, or whose feelings 
he injures. Verily, Shakespeare knew 
buman nature when he wrote, ‘Man 
dressed in a little brief authority plays such 
fantastic tricks before high heaven as 
make the angels weep.’’

A Hot Fire. 


The first alarm of fire since May 30, was 
rung in from Box 37 at 2. 38 Sunday after- 
noon for a fire in a lot of old lumber owned 
by Thomas Elcock in the rear of Willard’s 
drug store. The fire was extinguished 
without any loss. 

At 4.05 the same afternoon an alarm was 
sounded from Box 41 fora fire in an un- 
used building at McKenzie & Paterson's 
quarry. The fire which was without doubt 
incendiary was extinguished with a loss of 
not over $5. 

The alarm from Box 52 at 2.40 Monday 
afternoon was a false alarm. 

The first fire of any importance for some 
time took place early Wednesday morving 
and in one of the worst places fora fire 
to get a good start in the city. 

It was shortly after 3 o'clock when Pat- 
rick Simes, who was engaged in cleaning 
out a cesspool in the rear of Keating's 
lumber yard, discovered that tbe barn 
owned by the beirs of the late Ebenezer 
Bent, and until recently occupied by A. F. 
Hall, was on fire. 

He rushed to Box 25 at the corner of 
Newcomb street and gave the alarm, but 
he was excited and unaccustomed to giving 
alarms of fire, and the result was that he 
used so much strength that he broke the 
mechanism of the box. The result of 
this was that but one round was sounded 
and one blow on the second round. 

The central station apparatus was not 
bothered any and they responded. 

They found that the barn was a seething 
mass of flames and owing to its close prox 
imity to the store in front, the buildings 
and lumber of Mr. Keating in the rear, and 
the high wind that was blowing the flames 
in the direction of the lumber yard that a 
conflagration was probable. 

The department however got to work and 
by hard work succeeded in extinguishing 
the flames, but not before the barn had 
been gutted and the end of one of Mr. 
Keating's buildings burned. . 

Several of the buildings in the vicinity 
took fire, but were extinguished before they 
bad made any headway, by the willing 
work of outsiders who rendered good ser- 
vice. 

Officer McKay was early at the fire and 
did good work in looking after books and 
papers of Mr, Keating. 

The cause of the fire is not kuown, but 
it looks very much like an incendiary. 

The loss on the Bent property is in the 
vicinity of $800 and Mr, Keating's loss 
about $100, 

Had the fire been a few days later, Mr. 
Keating’s buildings would have been filled 
with shingles and his loss would have been 
greater, 

The hose company from Quincy Point 
did not put in an appearance.

Boston, JUNE 20, 1894. 

By virtue of the weakness of human 
nature by which it is easier to take money 
out of the state treasury than out of one’s 
private pocket, (though the state treasury 
is filled only by moneys from the private 
pockets of all of us) the system of state 
highways bas been given a grand push 
forward. House and senate are in 
practical accord and the State is fully 
committed to the policy of road building. 
Three-quarters of the expense must be 
borne by the State in any event, while 
the counties must pay each per 
cent, of the cost of the new road made 
within their limits. Construction will be 
begun speedily, without question. 

Mr. Kueil of Westtield defended again 
his hobby of abolishing the death penalty, 
and cited illustrious names of martyrs un- 
justly put to death, but the house after 
debating the matter over half an hour, 
gave a decided majority against him. 
This cause seems to make no progress in 
Massachusetts. 

From good authority it appears that 
there has been a powerful lobby at work 
for the Meigs elevated road bill, and tbat 
the work has been done all over the state, 
as well as at the State house. This appears 
to be a case like the division of Milford for 
the incorporation of the town of Hopedale, 
where the greatest precaution has been 
taken from the start and a great deal of 
effort put forth early in the season, so that 
it should not be necessary all at once near 
the end of the session. Such work wins 
and if itis to be overcome, there must be 
the same untiring activity and the same 
shrewdness in bringing men around. 

In the last hours of the session, when 
the call of the people is heard very plainly 
to the Solons to come home, and when the 
Solons are over-anxious to go without any 
calling, the people must expect that some 
unfortunate action be taken, For instance, 
here is the schoolhouse license bill (to 
amend the present prohibition of a saloon 
within 400 feet of a schoolhonse on the 
same street so as to measure around the 
corner) on which the two branches were 
unable to agree. A conference committee 
was appointed and they reported that they 
could not come to a common ground. 
Then a motion was made by Mr, Spalding 
of Cambridge for another conference 
committee, to see if new men would not 
be able to unite. But who wants to fuss 
with another committee, just at the end of 
the session? Letit go. And so another 
temperance measure is killed by 
hurly-burly, apart from its merits. 

The Norwegian license bill failed by 
the close vote of 16 to 17 on the re 
¢ nsideration on Wednesday, of its defeat 
Tuesday by the vote of 13 to 20. Its 
friends are very indignant that some of 
their supporters have not stood by them 
to the end, and they say that if some 
of the men from Springfield who were 
so anxious for the bill, had come to 
the succor Wednesday forenoon, they 
would have saved the bill. But to come 
even as near as they did to a reconsidera- 
tion, they were obliged to promise to 
amend so as to make the bill apply to only 
those cities which had yoted for license for 
the last five years in succession. President 
Batler, who was friendly to the bill in the 
early stages, gave a vote against reconsider- 
ation. But, though the friends of the bill 
are defeated, they have had unexpected 
success the first year. ‘They carried their 
bill through the house by a good majority 
on three stages. They advanced it one 
stage in the senate by 19 to 13, and only 
faited by one vote to get it through. De- 
feat was accomplished by the union of the 
liquor and the extreme 
terests, Next year the present agitation 
will have bourne fruit. Some false statis- 
tics from Sweden against the bill will be 
exposed, the lines will be formed anew, 
and the impetus of this year will be a 
national aid in the passage of this reform 
measure which strikes at the very root of 
the liquor trade by taking away the tempta- 
tion of personal profit to the seller, and 
bartender’s success depend

Another important matter, a labor meas- 
ure, bas been passed by the house after a 
warm debate only to be killed by the 
senate in these closing hours withoat de- 
bate at all, by 15 to 20o0naroll call. It 
was the bill to require specifications to be 
furnished to weavers and was much desired 
by them. 

The bill to pay witnesses who are de 
tained in jail, who are innocent of any 
offense, which the house passed by a large 
majority, has been thrown out uncere- 
mouiously by the senate, So has the bill 
to permit cities and towns to buy up exist 
ing lighting plants at the cost of duplicat- 
ing them. The house spent hours on it, 
the senate hardly as wany minutes, and it 
must go over to next year. 

The house enacted the Bell telephone 
bill after a stubborn fight Wednesday fore- 
noon by a vote of 60 yeas to 114 nays, on 
striking out the enacting clause aud with- 


outa division on enactment itself. The 
senate then enacted it prompily. 
The State tax this year will be only 


2,000,000, instead of $2,500,000 as last year 
—a reduction most acceptable in these bard 
times.

Before closing the city house for the 
warm season a thorough ventilation should 
take place, so thorough that good air may 
penetrate to the darkest recesses. Corners 
should be left as clean as centres, plumbing 
as carefully scrubbed as though occupancy 
were to continue, and every room left with 
ventilation of outside air through the whole 
‘season. 

The kitchen and cellar should be especially 
cleaned and renovated, and let it be said 
right here that to clean a cellar is not merely 
to sweep the floor clean and pack rubbish 
away under the stairs. It means to un- 
earth every nook and corner, lift every box 
and board, wash out and of old dust- 
covered bottles and various utensils if they 
are to be kept (better still to throw away 
everything not expected to be needed in a 
reasonable length of time), and the whole 
place to be whitewashed with good lime. 
This sends a sweet, clean air through the 
house, and isa better beginning than doing 
up the parlor curtains or having the furni- 
ture shrouded in linen. The back yards 
should be freed of old plants and rubbish. 
Don't throw old pieces of carpet and oil 
cloth out in the court that not you, bat 
your less fortunate neighbors, have got to 
look at all summer. 

This cleaning and clearing are better 
done at the closing than at the opening of 
the housekeeping year, if only one scour- 
ing is permitted. It is a selfish policy 
which reasons that, as there must be an 
autumn cleaning, the spring renovation may 
be slighted, since it will have to be done 
again. There is a menance to health in a 
house closed up and left with all the 
winter's effluvia and dust generating mi- 
crobes by the heat of the summer's sun.—

A Slave’s Gift to Harvard. 


—Yhe bequest of $5000 under the will 
of the late Harriet Hayden, a former slave 
to Harvard University to found a scholar- 
ship for the benefit of poor aud deserving 
colored students, has been paid into the 
treasury of the University; the scholar- 
ship has been estublished and will be ready 
for some colored students next Fall. 

By the terms of the will a medical stu- 
dent is to have the preference over all 
others. 

This scholarship is peculiarly note- 
worthy, as it is the only instance of the 
kind in the United States, and probably in 
the world, where a university has received 
an endowment from a former slave. 

Harriet Hayden was born in slavery and 
lived as a slave until after her marriage 
and the birth of her only child. One night 
she, with her husband and baby, escaped 
and fled toward Canada, 

In the course of the flight and pursuit 
they were ferried across the Ohio river by 
one Calvin Fairbanks, a man still living 
and now in his 77th year.

Dr. J. G. Cleveland, of Boston, says: 

14. Alcohol! paralyzes the nerves so they 
lose control of the muscles, causing 
staggering, etc, 

15. Alcohol does not keep «ut the heat. 
Statistics prove that almost everyone dying 
of sunstroke has been addicted to strong 
drink, 

16. Alcohol does not keep out the cold. 
Varied and particular experiment has 
proved beyond a possibility of doubt, that 
instead of being a producer of heat in those 
who use it, alcohol is a reducer of heat. 
The Arctic explorers Captains Koss and 
Perry, Dr. Kane and others, discovered 
that alcohol did not keep out the cold, and 
that men who did not use it, endured 
exposure to severe cold much better than 
those who did. Dr. John Rae, in Medical 
Journal, says, “‘In nearly all the cases of 
death from exposure to cold that I have 
known or heard of, it is found on inquiry, 
that the person so dying had taken some 
alcoholic drinks, not necessarily in large 
quantity before going ou, into the low 
temperature; the effects produced being 
lanquor, drowsiness, inability or disinclina- 
tion to walk, stupor, and finally death. 
So well is this bad effect known by people 
in the northwest of America and Canada, 
that they seldom take even a single glass 
of spirits when about to be exposed to 
extreme cold.”’

By an ingenious 
arrangement the mercury in the slender 
glass tube is self-registering, so that you 
may tell how high it was at any time after 
the temperature is taken, if the mercury is 
not disturbed.—St. Nicholas.

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Blaze in City Square, 


An alarm from Box 26 always collects a 
crowd in a hurry but those who arrived 
five minutes after the alarm Monday even- 
ing did not witness the grand exhibition of 
the firemen from the central station. A 
blaze had obtained considerable headway 
ina stable occupied by E. B. Souther iu 
the rear of his newsstand when the depart- 
ment arrived, it was bursting through 
the doors. Within four minutes, however, 
from the alarm a powerful hydrant stream 
was turned on the building, and so quickly 
did the flames go out that the crowd 
cheered. It shortly after burst through 
the roof but another line of hose had been 
laid and the second stream quelched the 
fire. 

In just 15 minutes the “‘all-out” signal 
was given, and what bad promised to be a 
conflagration had been" averted. Several 
buildings are but afew feet distant, and a 
disastrous fire might easily bave occurred 
but for the prompt and efficient work of 
our fire department. 

The Wollaston hose made a quick run, 
arriving in 12 minutes, but the Quincy 
Point hose did not put in an appearance 
until after the recall. 

The fire is thought by Mr. Souther to 
have been of incendiary origin. 

The exact loss by the fire is rather hard 
to determine. The stable is charred all 
over but is not burnt much, but will have 
to be shingled as all the shingles on the 
north side were torn off by the force of the 
water. It is thought $200 will cover the 
loss. 

In the stable there was alot of fancy 
pigeons owned by Henry L. Souther. 
These were all roasted and he places bis 
loss at $100. There was also stored a jot 
of goods in boxes owned by Edward 
Souther and the exact on these 
cannot be estimated. 

J. F. Merrill bad 400 barrels of flour in 
the stable of Joba W. Nash, not ten feet 
away, and this building connects with the 
store on City Square. All in all it wasa 
very fortunate escape. 

Hook and Ladder 1 and Hose 1 were 
called out on a still alarm at 9.45 o'clock 
to extinguish a fire that bad rekiadled in 
the stable.

Water Rates, 


New 


The new tariff of water rates which has 
been adopted by the Water Commissioners 


has been printed in convenient form 
and has been mailed to residents of 
the city. The promised reduction bas 


taken place and in many cases it will offset 
the advance of tax rate caused by the ma- 
turing water debt. 

‘The new water rates for dwellings occu- 
pied by family will be: 

For one faucet, 

For each additional! faucet, not 


$6 50 


hereinafter specially rated, 2 00 
For one bath tub, 400 
For each additional bath tub, 2 00 
For one water closet, 5 00 
For each additional water closet, 2 00 
For each urinal, 2 00 
Provided, that the charge for the use of 


water by a private family, exclusive of hose 
and stable; unless metered, shall not 
exceed $22.00, No additional charge will 
be made for hot water fixtures. 

The reduction continues all along the 
line ; for dwelling occupied by more than 
one family, for hotels, boarding houses 
and restaurants, steam boilers, building 
purposes, etc, 

The meter rates per day per 1000 gallons 
will be : 


600 gallons or less, 30 cents 
500 to 1000 gallons, 25 cents 
1000 to 2000 galions, 20 cents 
2000 to 5000 gallons, 15 cents 


5000 gallons and over, 12 1-2 cents 

The rules and regulations have also 
been revised and are reprinted with the 
rates. 

Commissioner Cavanagh informs the 
PATRIOT that the income from the water 
works this year will probably amount to 
$45,000, an increase from $28,000 in three 
years. The commissioners deplore the 
fact that aside from the extensions voted 
there is little or no money available for 
even short extensions. It seems that the 
city government has no authority to nego- 
tiate loans for water in excess of the 
amount already Appropriated, and that it 
must wait. for the Legislature of 1895 for 
permission. This is tc be regretted as ex- 
teasions which would return a good per 
cept. to the city, must be deferred. Some 
extensions been made which have 
paid 75 per cent., and the average takers 
pay $15 peryear. It would pay to extend 
the works to Houghs Neck and it would 
greatly increase the value of the taxable 
property there.

Race of the Quincy Club. 


The Quincy Yacht club sailed its 118th 
regatts off the yacht club house, Honughs 
Neck, on Thursday afternoon. Seventeen 
boats started and twelve finished. 

The wind was fluky all the afternoon. 
At 3.30, when the preparatory gun was 
fired, the wind was dead east and signals 
5 and 1 were hoisted so that all four classes 
should bave windward, reaching, and 
running work. 

The first class was started over the line 
at 3 35 but at that moment the wind backed 
a couple of points tothe north and aided 
by a strong flood tide held the boats back 
making the starta lazy one. The Beatrice 
crossed the line at 3.36 and was slowly fol- 
lowed by the Madjekeewis at 3 37.48, the 
Eulalie at 3.38.21 and the White Fawn at 
3 50.49. The White Fawn was late for the 
race but Skipper Jones pluckily decided to 
enter and try his luck. The White Fawn 
made a good showing considering the 
handicap of nearly six minutes. The 
Beatrice came in first, but it wasa close 
shave, only 11 seconds ahead of the 
Mudjekeewis. 

The second class started off at 340 and 
the two boats which entered, Opeechee 
and Magpie, crossed the line in good shape 
being only 10 and 16 seconds respectively 
bebind the gun. The Opeechee crossed the 
line on the firstronnd at 4.30 48 and the 
Magpie at 4 31 28. 

The Opeechee and Magpie had a lively 
tussle from the start to Jacknife, when the 
wiod suddenly hauled to the south east, 
kicking up a chop sea. A heavy squall set 
in jast as they were roundiog that bouy. 
Both boats came around in fine shape and 
ran before it, the Opeechee in the lead, 
when suddenly a heavy flaw of wind put a 
Chinese reef into ber gail. As quick as a 
flash her gaff was snapped off at the throat, 
disabling her. She kept her lead however 
and crossed the line ahead of the Magpie 
on the first round and then withdrew. 

The third class crossed the line at 3.45. 
The Sunbeam lead, crossing at 3.45.25, the 
Primrose at 3.4551, Dandelion, 3.46.37, 
Mab, 3 47.33 and In It, 34853. The Sun- 
beam took the squall just before she 
reached the line on the first time over the 
course and carried away the jaws to her 
gaff and withdrew. The fight then nar- 
rowed down to a hot one between Commo- 
dore Faxon's Primrose, ex-Commodore 
Shaw's Mab and Williams’ In It. The 
first round was made in the following 
order: In It, 4.33.18, Primrose, 4 33.40, 
Mab, 4.36.10, Dandelion, 4 37.52 and Dux 
441, but the Dux had laid too and put in 
a couple of reefs during the squall, thus 
loosing time.

Moths. 


It is time to look out for these pests, 
and we print these excellent hints from an 
exchange: ‘‘ The destruction of moths is 
one of the greatest vexations which care- 
ful housekeepers have to contend with, 
and their depredations are not to be reme- 
died after they have once made inroads. 
Houses heated by furnaces are especially 
predisposed to have moths, but every 
housekeeper must be on the watch for 
them, for from the time that the windows 
begin to be left open the trouble begins. 
Heavy carpets sometimes do not require 
taking up every year, unless in constant use. 
Take out the tacks from these, fold the 
carpets back, wash the floor in strong suds 
with a tablespoonful of borax dissolved in 
them. Dash with insect power or lay with 
tobaceo leaves along the edge and tack. 
All moths can be kept away and and eggs 
destroyed by this means. Ingrain or other 
carpets after shaking are brightened by 
sprinkling a pound of salt over the surface 
and sweeping carefully and thoroughly. 
It is also an excellent plan to wipe off the 
carpet with borax water, using a thick 
flannel cloth wrung tightly, taking care 
not to wet it, but only to dampen. Open 
the windows and dry the carpet before re- 
placing the furniture. Other woolens, in- 
clading blankets and wearing apparel, 
must be beaten and brushed and folded 
smoothly, Be careful to clean every spot 
with ammonia and water, not 
anda dark woolen cloth. Tie pieces of 
camphor into little bundles, and put one 
in each article. Wrap the articles in a 
newspaper, as printer’s ink isa great pre-

Boston’s Places of Sin, 


The position of the Boston ministers and 
one or two of her papers has stimulated 
the better classes of people to make an 
effort to purify their houses of the loath- 
some immoral pestilence which clings to 
them. The earnest words of Dr. Lansing 
has impressed the people, and the desire 
to cleanse her tenement houses and blocks 
of pollution is increasing. The board of 
police haye finally been aroused and an 
effort to shut up its places of gambling, 
drinking and ill repute is to be seriously 
made. ‘The word was given tothe captains 
of the different divisions, at the weekly 
meeting, and to make the injunction still 
more binding, they were told that if any of 
these places were found to be in existence 
after a certain length of time, the com- 
manding officer thus found derelict would 
be held personally responsible. 

In plain English, if he could not rout 
the places he would lose his buttons. This 
is one of the most important orders that 
has ever emanated from the board of 
police. It is something tremendous in its 
significance, because a certain portion of 
the community, which in the past has been 
tactily recognized, is told to either cease 
its practices or else leave the city. 

It is also an innovation which will be 
studied with interest in every city throughb- 
out the country which is confronted by the 
same question. 


No city of the importance 
of Boston has ever attempted such a 
radical move. In some of the smaller

Dr. J. G. Cleveland, of Boston, says: 

Tests have been made with thermometers 
adapted to the purpose, and it bas been 
found that the first flash caused by alcoho! 
raises the temperature of the blood about 
half of a degree, but that the temperature 
soon sinks two or three degrees below {8, 
which is its patural warmth. 

Dr. Rush, in Reid’s Cyclop:edia, says: 
“Spirituous liquors dispose the system to 
fevers and inflammations of the most 
dangerous kind; and half the diseases 
which are said to be produced by warm 
weather are produced by the spirits which 
are swallowed to lessen its effects on the 
system.’’ 

It is well known to physicians in southern 
cities that yellow fever is nearly always 
fatal when it attacks those who use liquor 
freely. Again alcohol acts on the liver by 
producing an enlargement of it.—-Dr, 
penter. 

On the liver, if the action of the spirit be 
at all excessive, the influence is bad. 
Organic change of the structure of the liver 
is easily induced. The same is true in 
respect Lo the action of liquor on the kid- 
neys.— Dr. 

It is not unusual for dissectors in medical 
colleges to find the liver greauly enlarged 
(congested) in subjects who perish from 
habitual use of liquor. In such 
sometimes the liver is found to weigh 
fifteen or twenty pounds, In a healthy 
state the liver weighs only three or four 
pounds. Again, the condition of the blood 
becomes impure from the action of alcohol, 
and thereby causes direct tendency toward 
diseases of the lungs. Did you get the 
fetid breath of a drunkard? And when 
the functions of the lungs in purifying the 
blood are impaired by disease, the blood 
becomes still more impure and still less able 
to supply the lungs with nourishment,
